A General Introduction to the 
Glorious Qur’an 


INTRODUCTION: 

The Glorious Qur’anis the Word of Allah, the Exalted. Itis Allah who revealed 
the wording and content to His Messenger Muhammad cs.ccije (peace 
and blessings of Allah be upon him), and commissioned him, with this 
message, as a mercy for the universe, a bearer of glad tidings, a warner, one 
who invites (people) to Allah by His permission, and a guiding lamp. The 
following is a general introduction to the Glorious Qur’an. 


The Definition of the Glorious Qur’4n and explanation of its 
names and descriptions: 

The Glorious Qur’4n is the Word of Allah, the Exalted, which was revealed 
to His Messenger Muhammad (peace and blessings of Allah be upon him) 
and to whom its words and meanings were inspired. The Glorious Qur’an is 
written in a codex referred to, in Arabic, as the mushaf, and was transmitted 
from one generation to another. Its recitation is an act of worship ( ‘ibddah). 


It is Allah, the Almighty, the Majestic, who named the revelation which He 
revealed to His Messenger Muhammad (peace and blessings of Allah be 
upon him), the Qur’an. Allah, the Exalted said: “Indeed, it is We, Who have 
revealed to you the Qur’an by stages.” (Strat al-Insan, 23). It is important 
to note that it was revealed in stages because its nature is to be read and 
recited, and it is not be neglected. 


Allah, the Exalted, also named it the Book. Allah, the Exalted, says, “Surely, 
We have revealed to you the Book in truth...”. This is because it is designed 
to be written. 


Allah, the Exalted, has also described the Glorious Qur’an as a Criterion, a 
Reminder, a source of Guidance, a Light, a Healing, a Wise Book, and an 
Admonition, among other descriptions which point to its sublimity and the 
perfection of its message. 


The Glorious Qur’an is arevelation from Allah, the Exalted, brought down by 
Angel Jibril (peace be upon him) to the heart of Prophet Muhammad (peace 
and blessings of Allah be upon him). Allah, the Exalted, says: “And indeed, 
it (the Qur’an) is the revelation of the Lord of the worlds. The Trustworthy 
Spirit has brought it down upon your heart (O Muhammad) that you may be 
of the warners. In clear Arabic language.” (Strat al-Shu‘ara’,192-195) 


Prophet Muhammad (peace and blessings of Allah be upon him) however, 
is not the first of the Messengers in this respect, for Jibril (peace be upon 
him) used to descend to all the previous Messengers (peace and blessings 
of Allah be upon them all) with revelation from Allah, the Exalted. Allah, 
the Glorified, chooses whomever He wills for conveying this great trust. 


Allah, the Exalted, says: “Allah chooses messengers from the angels and 
from mankind. Surely, Allah is All-Hearer, All-Seer.” (Strat al-Hajj, 75). In 
addition, Allah knows best who is well-suited for it and who is not, for the 
creatures are His own creation. Allah, Glorified be He, has said: “And your 
Lord creates what He wills and chooses.” (Strat al-Qasas,68) 


The Revelation of the Glorious Qur’an: 


The commencement of the revelation to the Messenger of Allah, 
Muhammad <s.iesi (peace and blessings of Allah be upon him), began on 
Monday, 17" Ramadan, in the year 610 C.E. in the cave of Hira’, situated in 
one of the mountains of Makkah. It started when Angel Jibril (peace be upon 
him) descended upon the Prophet Muhammad (peace and blessings of Allah 
be upon him) with these ayat (verses): “Read in the name of your Lord, Who 
has created. He has created man from a clot. Read! And your Lord is the Most 
Generous Who has taught (writing) with the pen. He taught man what he knew 
not”. (Strat al-‘Alaq, 1-5). These dydat were the first revelation of the Glorious 
Qur’an to the Messenger of Allah (peace and blessings of Allah be upon him). 


After this unnerving incident, the Prophet cs.e{2 rushed back to his 
family, trembling with fright and worried about himself. He anxiously 
related the story to his wife, the Mother of the Believers, Khadijah bint 
Khuwaylid (may Allah be pleased with her), and said to her: “I am afraid 
for myself.” She said to him: “No harm will come to you. So rejoice. By 
Allah, Allah will never let you down. You surely honour family ties, you are 
truthful in speech, you stand by the weak, you are hospitable to your guests 
and you help people battling against the vicissitudes, in the way of Truth.” 
She then took him to Waraqah ibn Nawfal - a wise and knowledgeable 
relative. “O Uncle! Listen to your nephew,” she said to Waraqah. When 
the Messenger of Allah (peace and blessings of Allah be upon him) related 
what he saw, Waraqah said to him: “This is the Ndmiis“ who had come to 
Moses. How I wish I were a young man! How I wish to be alive when your 
people will drive you out.” The Messenger of Allah (peace and blessings 
of Allah be upon him) remarked: “Will they drive me out?” Waraqah said: 
“Yes. No one has ever brought the message that you have brought except 
that he was opposed. And if I were to be alive at that time, I would have 
surely supported you strongly.” However, Waraqah died shortly thereafter. 


The Glorious Qur’an was not revealed all at once to the Messenger of 
Allah Assi, as were the Scriptures of the previous Prophets (peace be 
upon them). Rather, it was revealed piecemeal, over a period of twenty- 
three years. Sometimes an entire chapter or siirah would be revealed and 
sometimes some dyat of the siirah.

The wisdom in the Glorious Qur’an being revealed piecemeal is evident. 
Through the constant visits of Angel Jibril (peace be upon him) with revelation 
Prophet Muhammad 4<s.c:i\(2, was comforted, strengthened, and supported”. 
This would have made his resolve stronger and firmer when confronting the 
stubbornness of the idolaters and their opposition to what he was sent with at the 
beginning of his mission. Allah, the Exalted said: “And those who disbelieve 
say: ‘Why was the Qur’an not revealed to him all at once? (It was not revealed) 
thus, so that We may strengthen thereby your heart. And We have revealed it to 
you gradually in stages.” (Strat al-Furqan, 32) 


In the piecemeal nature of the revelation of the Glorious Qur’an, there is yet 
another great educational benefit. The fact that information and injunctions 
were revealed in stages, meant that the teaching and implementation of 
these religious rulings were also incremental. This was extremely important 
for the new believers. It made it easier for them to learn, understand and 
transform from the darkness of ignorance, disbelief and polytheism that 
pervaded the society, into the light of knowledge, faith, monotheism found 
in the message of the Glorious Qur’an. 


Writing down of the Glorious Qur’an: 

One of the most important means of preserving a text is to write it down. 
Any discourse that is not written down is liable to be forgotten. Since the 
Glorious Qur’4n was revealed as a guidance for the universe till the end of 
the world, it was necessary for it to be written down. The Prophet (peace and 
blessings of Allah be upon him) was very particular about writing down the 
Glorious Qur’an, and he ordered some of his literate Companions to write it. 
He appointed them scribes to write down the revelation. The most famous of 
these scribes was Zaid ibn Thabit al-Ansari. 


Every time a revelation came to the Prophet (peace and blessings of Allah 
be upon him), he would memorize it, then dictate what was revealed to 
him to one of the scribes of revelation. He would tell the scribes, “Place 
this dyah in the siirah in which such-and-such subject is mentioned,” and 
he would name the siirah for them, and direct them to write the a@ydt in it. 
Then he would direct the Companions to learn and memorize what was 
revealed from the Glorious Qur’an. Thus, the Glorious Qur’an, in its 
entirety, was written during his lifetime (peace and blessings of Allah be 
upon him), on pieces of paper and cloth.

Angel Jibril (peace be upon him) also used to collate the Glorious Qur’an 
with the Prophet (peace and blessings of Allah be upon him) once every 
year, and in the year in which the Prophet (peace and blessings of Allah be 
upon him) passed away, he collated it with him twice, checking the order of 
its G@vat and siirahs which was as it is in the Mushaf or codex, which is in use 
today amongst the Muslims. This is a fulfillment of the words of Allah, the 
Exalted, “Indeed, it is for Us to collect it and to grant you (O Muhammad) 
the ability to recite it. So, when We have recited it (to you O Muhammad 
through Jibril) then follow its recitation.” (Sirat al-Qiyamah, 17-18). It is 
also in fulfillment of the words of Allah, the Exalted, “We shall make you 
recite, so you (O Muhammad) shall not forget.” (Stirat al-A ‘la: 6). 


Writing down the Glorious Qur’4n in the form of a book: 


After the death of the Messenger of Allah (peace and blessings of Allah be 
upon him), the rightly-guided Caliph, Abii Bakr (may Allah be pleased with 
him) ordered the writing down of the Glorious Qur’an in organized pages. 
This was so that nothing of the Qur’an might be lost by the death of those 
who had memorized the Glorious Qur’4n, or the disintegration of the pieces 
of cloths and paper on which it was written. The one who undertook this 
important work was the scribe of revelation, Zaid ibn Thabit (may Allah be 
pleased with him). After revising the copy of the Glorious Qur’an prepared 


by him and ensuring that it is in agreement with what was written on the 
pieces of cloth and paper, and what was memorized by heart, this copy 
was placed in the house of Abii Bakr as-Siddiq (may Allah be pleased with 
him), until he passed away. It was then moved to the house of the second 
Caliph, ‘Umar ibn al-Khattab (may Allah be pleased with him), then, after 
his death, it was preserved in the house of the Mother of the Believers, 
Hafsah bint ‘Umar (may Allah be pleased with her). 


When Islam spread far and wide, Muslims were in need of copies of the 
Glorious Qur’an from which to recite. Some of the Companions pointed 
out to the third rightly-guided Caliph, ‘Uthman ibn ‘Affan (may Allah 
be pleased with him) the necessity of preparing a standard copy of the 
Glorious Qur’an which all the Muslims can follow in their recitation. So, 
he ordered a literate group of people, who had memorized the Glorious 
Qur’an, to carry out this task. Zaid ibn Thabit (may Allah be pleased 
with him) was appointed to head this group. They did so on the basis of 
the pages on which the Glorious Qur’an was copied during the time of 
Abi Bakr as-Siddiq (may Allah be pleased with him). They copied those 
pages and put them together into one mushaf or codex. They made several

copies of it, and a copy was sent to each of the major Islamic cities, and 
the Muslims were ordered to makes copies from it. All the known copies of 
the Glorious Qur’an available in the world today, whether they are hand- 
written manuscripts or printed copies, are from those copies which were 
copied and sent to the various cities. There were no differences among them 
in their texts nor in the order of the s#rahs and ayat. 


Till today, Muslims have paid careful attention to the printing of the 
Noble Mushaf, keeping abreast of all the new methods, techniques, and 
tools of printing, in order to achieve the highest standard of quality and 
accuracy in the writing of the Qur’anic Text, in the orthography in which it 
was written during the time of the rightly-guided Caliph ‘Uthman ibn ‘Affan 
(may Allah be pleased with him) known as the ‘Uthmanic Orthography. 


The King Fahd Glorious Qur’an Printing Complex in Madinah Munawwarah 
is but one of the prominent landmarks which point to the pre-eminent 
attention paid to the Glorious Qur’4n, and the love of the authorities in the 
Kingdom of Saudi Arabia for the Book of Allah the Exalted, their interest 
in its service, and their efforts to facilitate easy access to its copies by the 
Muslims in the most splendid standard of printing, book-binding, quality, 
and perfection. 


The Order of the Sirahs in the Mushaf and its Divisions: 


The Glorious Qur’an begins with Strat al-Fatihah and ends with Strat an- 
Nas. It is comprised of 114 Sarahs (chapters). The order of the siirahs is 
divinely instituted, i.e. it has been learned from the Prophet iccai, and 
is not based on the order of revelation. The first sirah to be revealed, for 
example, is Strat al-‘Alaq. However, its order in the Mushafis 96. The 
Companions learned the order of the ayat and siirahs from the recitation of 
the Glorious Qur’4n by the Prophet (peace and blessings of Allah be upon 
him)”. The Mushaf today is divided into thirty parts (juz’ pl. ajza’ ), every 
part (juz’) is divided into two hizbs, and each hizb is further subdivided into 
four quarters or arbd‘s. This division, for the most part, is based on the 
judgment of the scholars and is meant to make the reading of the Glorious 
Qur’an easy for Muslims. 


Learning the Glorious Qur’an: 

Muslims have always paid special attention to learning the Glorious 
Qur’an, and to memorizing and reciting its text as it was revealed to the 
Messenger of Allah A<s.:c%4\\2. The reciters (qurra’) among the Companions 
of Prophet Muhammad A<s.:{ei(%, carried out the task of teaching it to 
the tabi ‘tin, (the second generation of Muslims, who had not met Prophet

Muhammad 4<s.64j\). They taught them to read the Qur’nic text and 
explained to them the meaning of every dyah. Thus, they not only acquired 
the knowledge of the Glorious Qur’4n, but also learnt to practice its teachings. 
Then, the huffaz (those who know the Glorious Qur’an by heart) among 
the tabi ‘in, established schools to teach the recitation of the Glorious Qur’an 
in accordance with what they themselves had learnt from the Companions, 
regarding the various ways of recitation, the vocalization ofits text, knowledge 
of the number of its words and letters, order of its s#rahs and ayat, the art of 
its recitation, etc. Thus, the Glorious Qur’4n has continued, till this day of 
ours, to be learnt, memorized, recited and received by students, through word 
of mouth from their teachers who are huffaz and qurra’ and who teach using 
the pure classical Arabic language of the Glorious Qur’an, as it was revealed 
to the Messenger of Allah icsxiexiie. 


Some words of the Glorious Qur’an are pronounced in more than one way. 
This pertains to their morphological forms, pronunciation and grammatical 
Status. The tabi‘iin received the science of these variant readings, 
or Qird at - as they are called - from the gurra’-huffaz from among the 
Companions, who had previously received it from the Prophet ic.xeciic. 


The most well-known of these readings today are: (a) the reading of ‘Asim, 
transmitted by his student Hafs ibn Sulaiman, (b) the reading of Nafi‘ 
transmitted by his student ‘Uthman ibn Sa‘id, known as Warsh, (c) the 
reading of Abu ‘Amr al-Basri transmitted by his student al-Dirt and (d) the 
reading of Nafi‘ transmitted by his student Qalin. 


Commentary (tafsir) of the Glorious Qur’an: 

The commentary (tafsir) of the Glorious Qur’4n means explaining its 
meanings”. No text however, can be fully understood except through the 
knowledge of its meaning and its implication in the context. Allah, the 
Exalted urges the readers of the Glorious Qur’an to understand its meanings 
saying: “(This is) a Book which We have revealed to you, full of blessings, 
that they might reflect upon its dat and that those of understanding may 
remember.” (Strat Sad, 29). “Reflection” (tadabbur) in Arabic means 
“understanding” (tafahhum). 


The Messenger of Allah <cs.icci{ used to explain to the Companions 
whatever was not clear to them regarding the meaning of the Glorious 
Qur’an®. However, given their mastery of the language at that time and the 
Glorious Qur’4n being in their native language, it was not necessary for the 
Companions to ask many questions about the meanings of its dat. With the 
passing of time however, and the influx of more non-Arabs into Islam, the 
need for commentary (tafsir) increased.

Whatever was reported and transmitted from the Messenger of 
Allah cst, and his Companions and their students from among 
the tabi ‘tin, in the area of the commentary (tafs7r) of the Glorious Qur’an, 
formed the nucleus of the science of tafsir. This became known as al- 
tafsir al-ma thir (transmitted commentary) and is considered to be the most 
important means of understanding the Glorious Qur’an. This is because it 
gives us an indication of how the first generation of Muslims understood 
the Qur’anic Gydt, based both on their mastery of the Arabic Language 
and having witnessed the events and situations that occurred during the 
revelation of the Glorious Qur’an. 


1) Types of tafsir: 

The types of Qur’anic commentaries from the scholars of tafsir, varied 
due to their varying scholarly interests. Therefore, some commentaries 
(tafasir) emerged dealing with linguistic aspects of the Glorious Qur’an. 
Others focussed on matters relating to jurisprudence (figh). Another group 
of scholars looked into historical, intellectual, behavioural and other issues 
addressed in the Qur’an. In view of this, scholars have divided tafsir into 
two major categories: 


a) Al-tafsir al-ma thir (transmitted commentary). This is whatever 
has been transmitted from the Messenger of Allah Aceaie, his 


Companions and the tabi ‘tin. 


b) Tafsir bi l-ra’y, or tafsir emanating from judgement based on sound 
scholarly foundations. 


2) The best method of tafsir and its guiding principles: 


Al-tafsir al-ma thir (transmitted commentary) is the preferred kind 
of tafsir of the Glorious Qur’an, because it has been transmitted from 
the Prophet jcssicxii, or from his Companions and their students from 
among the tabi ‘tin. These are undoubtedly the most knowledgeable people 
in the field of Qur’anic sciences. If, however, the understanding of any 
Qur’anic dyah requires additional information which cannot be found in the 
transmitted tafsir, the mufassir (commentator) must follow the following 
guiding principles: 


a) Take into account the authentic reports in the transmitted ¢afsir, in 
order to understand the meaning of an Gyah, avoiding to propose a 
commentary which contradicts it. 


The tafsir (commentary) must be in agreement with the general 
content which the Glorious Qur’an expounds and which the Prophetic 
traditions (Sunnah) have clarified. Thus, it is not permissible for 
the mufassir (commentator) to come up with a tafsir which conflicts 


with those meanings, because one part of the Glorious Qur’an 
explains what occurs in the other parts, and Qur’anic ayat do not 
contradict each other. The Prophetic traditions (Sunnah) explain, in 
detail, matters which are only addressed in broad term in the Glorious 
Qur’an. 


Knowledge of the principles of Arabic language relating to the meanings 
of words, their different usages and the construction of sentences is 
essential. This is because the Glorious Qur’an is revealed in the Arabic 
language. Consequently, it is imperative that it be understood in the 
light of the principles of the Arabic language. 


The mutashabih ayat (i.e. those which admit of more than one meaning) 
are to be understood in the light of the muhkam Gydt (i.e. those which 
have definite connotations). Certain parts of the Glorious Qur’an 
explain other parts. While most of the @yat have definite connotations, 
there are some which are mutashabih and may confuse some readers. 
Therefore, understanding the mutashabih dyatin the light of the 
meanings of muhkam ayat, will help the mufassir in understanding 
their implications and in clarifying their meanings. Allah, the Exalted 
says: “It is He who has revealed to you (O Muhammad) the Book. In 
it are dydt that are entirely clear. They are the foundation of the Book. 
And there are other Gyat which admit of more than one meaning. As 
for those with deviation in their hearts, they pursue the dyat which 
admit of more than one meaning seeking thereby (to create) discord 
and with the aim of (finding) an interpretation (suitable to them). 
And no one knows their (true) interpretation except Allah. But those 
who are firmly grounded in knowledge say: ‘We believe in it. All 
(of it) is from our Lord.’ And no one will take heed except those of 
understanding”. (Strat Al ‘Imran, 7) 


Drawing upon the established scientific facts when explaining 
the @yat dealing with the universe, while abstaining from dragging 
scientific theories into the commentary, so as not to ascribe to the 
Glorious Qur’an ideas alien to it. 


Being wary of false interpretations which make the meanings of the 
Word of Allah, the Exalted, far removed from the established principles 
of Islamic jurisprudence (Shari‘ah), and violate the principles of the 
Arabic language. This applies whether or not there is a definite aim of 
distortion, or due to ignorance of the Arabic language and its shades of 
meanings and its variety of usages, or due to assuming erroneous and 
corrupt meanings which are totally foreign to the Word of Allah, the 
Exalted. 


The Inimitability (iaz) of the Glorious Qur’an: 

Inimitability (a/-i az) in the technical usage is: what is beyond one’s ability 
to do in the domains of action, opinion, or plan, while a mu Jizah (miracle) is 
an occurrence meant to prove the authenticity of Prophets and Messengers 
(peace and blessings of Allah be upon them). This term does not occur 
in the Glorious Qur’an. Instead, words like @yah (sign) and burhdan (proof) 
etc. have been used. 


The Glorious Qur’4n is the Word of Allah. So, naturally, there is such a level 
of perfection in its meanings and beauty in its Gat, words and structures 
that renders its authorship beyond the capability of human beings. Allah 
the Exalted says: “Alif, Lam, Ra. (This is) a Book whose dyat have been 
perfected, then explained in detail. (It is) from (One who is) All-Wise, All- 
Aware.” (Siirat Hid, 1) 


The polytheists (of Makkah) tried to create doubts about the source of 
the Glorious Qur’an, and turn people away from it by fabricating lies and 
creating doubts,” so Allah, the Exalted revealed Gyat, challenging them to 
produce the like of this Glorious Qur’an, or ten sirahs, or at least one stirah, 
if indeed they were truthful”. However, they were incapable of doing so 
and conceded that it is not possible to imitate the Glorious Qur’an or to 
produce something similar to it, even though it is in the Arabic language. 


Allah, the Exalted says: “Or do they say: ‘He (Muhammad) has forged it?’ 
Say: ‘Bring then a sarah like it and call (for assistance) whomsoever you 
can besides Allah, if you are indeed truthful.’” (Strat Yintis, 38) 


The Glorious Qur’an has declared, loud and clear, the incapability of all 
humans and jinn, of producing the like of the Glorious Qur’4n, even if they 
were to support each other: “Say: ‘If all humans and the jinn come together 
in order to produce the like of this Qur’4n, they cannot produce the like of 
it, even if they cooperate with each other.”(Strat al-Isra’, 88) 


The Glorious Qur’an is a miracle because it is Allah’s Words, which do not 
resemble the words of the creations. It is miraculous in its words and content 
including literary expressions and eloquence, information and stories, legal 
rulings and legislation, the depth of psychological and emotional influence 
and the amazing scientific truths. 


Numerous scholars of physics, astronomy, biology, and medicine, etc. are 
astonished by the information contained in the Glorious Qur’an relating 
to scientific facts, and references to the universe which have a bearing on

the sciences of their study and research. These references are couched in 
precise scientific language which is inconceivable to have come from an 
unlettered Messenger, hailing from an unlettered nation and living in a part 
of the world that had no knowledge of any of those phenomena. This led to 
a number of them embracing Islam, for they realized that what is mentioned 
in the Glorious Qur’an is impossible to be the words of a human being. They 
can only be the words of the Creator of the universe and of human beings. 
Many Gydat in the Glorious Qur’an also point to the Oneness of Allah, the 
Exalted, and the uniqueness of His handiwork. Allah, the Exalted says: “We 
will show them Our signs in the universe and within themselves until it 
becomes clear to them that this Qur’&n is the Truth. Is it not sufficient that 
your Lord is a Witness over all things?” (Fussilat, 53). 


Translation of the Meanings of the Glorious Qur’an: 

Translation is transferring a text from one language into another". This is 
not free of difficulties because the form and the structure of the sentence 
represent one of the semantic factors of the text, and it may be difficult to 
retain the semantic connotation of that form when translating the text into 
another language”. 


Now, if this is the problem of translating texts written by human beings, 
surely the difficulty of translation will be far greater when the Glorious 
Qur’an is intended. It is the Word of Allah, revealed by Allah, the Exalted, 
in the Arabic language. Its words and meanings were revealed by Allah, 
the Exalted. So, it is not possible for a human being to claim that he has 
encompassed the meanings of the Glorious Qur’an in its entirety, or that he 
is able to restore the formulation of its words as it is exists in the Arabic text. 


Despite the difficulty of translating the Glorious Qur’4n however, scholars 
have reiterated the necessity of conveying the Glorious Qur’an and its 
message to all the nations of the world, whatever their languages may be. 
This cannot be realized except by way of translation. 


The translation of the Glorious Qur’an into other languages is of two kinds: 


a) Translation of the meanings of the Glorious Qur’an without 
any tafsir (commentary), and is limited to explaining what the words of 
the Qur’dnic text mean. 


An explanatory translation, supported by clarifications and illustrations. 
This type of translation, is in fact the equivalent ofa tafs7r (commentary) 
of the Glorious Qur’4n in a language other than Arabic.

No matter how precise the translation of the meanings of the Glorious 
Qur’an is, and no matter how proficient the translator might be in both 
the languages, or how knowledgeable he/she might be of the meanings of 
the dyat, surely that translation cannot be called the Qur’an, due to two 
reasons": 


The first is that the Glorious Qur’dn is the Word of Allah, the Exalted, 
revealed in the Arabic language and representing the peak of eloquence and 
perfection. Recreating such a text in a language other than Arabic cannot 
claim to be called the Qur’an. 


The second is that the translation represents the understanding of the 
translator of the meanings of the Glorious Qur’an. Looked from this angle, 
it resembles tafstr (commentary), and just as tafsir is not called the Qur’an, 
so too, the translation of the meanings of the Glorious Qur’an cannot be 
called the Qur’an. 


So, in order for the translation of the meanings of the Glorious Qur’an to be 
acceptable, it is imperative that the requirements laid down by the scholars 
for explaining the meanings of the Glorious Qur’an are met in it. At the 
same time, the translator must be wary of using his translation as a cover for 
spreading incorrect meanings of the Glorious Qur’an, or meanings which 
are offensive to Muslims. Unfortunately, this is what some Orientalists and 
some so-called Muslims, who hold wrong beliefs which seek to destroy the 
values of the great religion of Islam, and to harm its correct beliefs, and its 
noble shari‘ah laws have done in their translations. 


Based on this premise, the King Fahd Glorious Qur’4n Printing Complex 
in Madinah Munawwarah has undertaken the preparation and publication 
of correct translations of the meanings of the Glorious Qur’an, with the 
objective of conveying the sublime message of the Glorious Qur’an to non- 
Arabic speaking peoples in their respective languages. 


And indeed, all praise belongs to Allah, the Lord of the worlds, and may 
peace and blessings of Allah always be upon our Prophet Muhammad, his 
family, all of his Companions, and the tabi‘iin, and whoever follows them 
in righteousness until the Day of Judgment.

He said, “I 
intend to embrace your religion, so tell me something about it.” The Jew said, “You 
will not embrace our religion unless you receive your share of Allah’s Anger.” 
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Zaid said, “I do not run away except from Allah’s Anger, and I will never bear 
a bit of it if I have the power to avoid it. Can you tell me of some other religion?” 
He said, “I do not know any other religion except Hanif (Islamic Monotheism). 
Zaid enquired, “What is Hanif?” He said, “Hanif is the religion of (the Prophet)

none but Allah (Alone) — Islamic Monotheism.” Then Zaid went out and met 
a Christian religious scholar and told him the same (as before).

She added: He (Zaid) 
used to preserve the lives of little girls; if somebody wanted to kill his daughter he 
would say to him, “Do not kill her for I will feed her on your behalf.” So he would 
take her, and when she grew up nicely, he would say to her father, ‘Now if you 
will (wish), I will give her to you, and if you will (wish), I will feed her on your 
behalf.”

Then, 
do you believe in a part of the Scripture 
and reject the rest? Then, what is the 
recompense of those who do so among 
you, except disgrace in the life of this 
world, and on the Day of Resurrection 
they shall be consigned to the most 
grievous torment. And Allah is not 
unaware of what you do. 


Those are they who have bought 
the life of this world at the price of 
the Hereafter. Their torment shall 
not be lightened, nor shall they be 
helped. 


And indeed, We gave Musa (Moses) 
the Book and followed him up with 

a succession of Messengers. And We 
gave ‘Isa (Jesus), the son of Maryam 
(Mary), clear signs and supported him 
with Rih-ul-Qudus [Jibrail (Gabriel) 
sialic]. Is it that whenever there 
came to you a Messenger with what

And when there came to them (the 
Jews), a Book (this Qur’4n) from 
Allah confirming what is with them 
[the Taurat (Torah) and the Injeel 
(Gospel)], although aforetime they 
had invoked Allah (for coming of 
Muhammad 45:62) in order 

to gain victory over those who 
disbelieved, then when there came to 
them that which they had recognised, 
they disbelieved in it. So, let the Curse 
of Allah be on the disbelievers. 


How bad is that for which they have 
sold their ownselves, that they should 
disbelieve in that which Allah has 
revealed (the Qur’an), grudging that 
Allah should reveal of His Grace to 
whom He wills of His slaves. So they 
have drawn on themselves wrath upon 
wrath. And for the disbelievers, there 
is disgracing torment.

And indeed Musa (Moses) came

And (remember) when We took your 
covenant and We raised above you the 
Mount (saying), “Hold firmly to what 
We have given you and hear (Our 
Word).” They said, “We have heard 
and disobeyed.” And their hearts 
absorbed (the worship of) the calf 
because of their disbelief. Say: “Worst 
indeed is that which your faith enjoins 
on you, if you are believers.” 


Say (to them): “If the home of the 
Hereafter with Allah is indeed for 
you specially and not for others, of 
mankind, then long for death if you 
are truthful.” 


But, they will never long for it 
because of what their hands have 
sent before them (i.e. what they have 
done). And Allah is All-Knower 

of the Zalimiin (polytheists and 
wrong-doers). 


And verily, you will find them (the 
Jews) the greediest of mankind for 
life and (even greedier) than those 
who ascribe partners to Allah (and do 
not believe in Resurrection — Majiis 
(Magians), pagans, and idolaters). 
Everyone of them wishes that he 
could be given a life of a thousand

Muhammad 45.:{62i)\2) confirming 
what was with them, a party of those 
who were given the Scripture threw 
away the Book of Allah behind their 
backs, as if they did not know!

And they followed what the Shayatin 
(devils) gave out (falsely of the 
magic) in the lifetime of Sulaiman 
(Solomon).

and Marit, but neither of these two 
(angels) taught anyone (such things) 
till they had said, “We are only for 
trial, so disbelieve not (by learning 
this magic from us).”

Neither those who disbelieve among

A meal was presented to the Prophet Acieciie 
but he refused to eat from it. (Then it was presented to Zaid) who said, “I do not 
eat anything which you slaughter on your Nusub* in the name of your idols, etc. I 
eat only those (animals’ meat) on which Allah’s Name has been mentioned at the

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time of (their) slaughtering.” Zaid ibn ‘Amr used to criticise the way Quraish used 
to slaughter their animals and used to say, “Allah has created the sheep and He has 
sent the water for it from the sky, and He has grown the grass for it from the earth; 
yet you slaughter it in names other than the Name of Allah.” He used to say so, for 
he rejected that practice and considered it as something abominable. 

Narrated Ibn ‘Umar <ais5: Zaid ibn ‘Amr ibn Nufail went to Sham (the region 
comprising Syria, Lebanon, Palestine and Jordan), enquiring about a true religion 
to follow. He met a Jewish religious scholar and asked him about their religion. He 
said, “I intend to embrace your religion, so tell me something about it.” The Jew 
said, “You will not embrace our religion unless you receive your share of Allah’s 
Anger.” Zaid said, “I do not run except from Allah’s Anger, and I will never bear 
a bit of it if 1 have the power to avoid it. Can you tell me of some other religion?” He 
said, “I do not know any other religion except Hanif (Islamic Monotheism).” Zaid 
enquired, “What is Hanif?” He said, “Hanif is the religion of (the Prophet) Ibrahim 
(Abraham) si2\ic, he was neither a Jew nor a Christian, and he used to worship none 
but Allah (Alone) — Islamic Monotheism.” Then Zaid went out and met a Christian 
religious scholar and told him the same (as before). The Christian said, “You will 
not embrace our religion unless you get a share of Allah’s Curse.” Zaid replied, “I 
do not run except from Allah’s Curse, and I will never bear any of Allah’s Curse 
and His Anger if I have the power to avoid them. Will you tell me of some other 
religion?” He replied, “I do not know any other religion except Hanif (Islamic 
Monotheism).” Zaid enquired, “What is Hanif?” He replied “Hanif is the religion 
of (the Prophet) ‘Ibrahim (Abraham) siz\cé, he was neither a Jew nor a Christian, 
and he used to worship none but Allah (Alone) — Islamic Monotheism.” When 
Zaid heard their statement about (the religion of) Ibrahim (Abraham), he left that 
place, and when he came out, he raised both his hands and said, “O Allah! I make 
You my Witness that I am on the religion of Ibrahim (Abraham)”. 

Narrated Asma’ bint Abi Bakr geziis;: | saw Zaid ibn ‘Amr ibn Nufail standing 
with his back against the Ka ‘bah and saying, “O people of Quraish! By Allah, 
none amongst you is on the religion of Ibrahim (Abraham) except me.” She added: 
He (Zaid) used to preserve the lives of little girls; if somebody wanted to kill his 
daughter he would say to him, “Do not kill her for I will feed her on your behalf.” 
So he would take her, and when she grew up nicely, he would say to her father, 
‘Now, if you will (wish), I will give her to you, and if you will (wish), I will feed 
her on your behalf.” (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol.5, Hadith No.169).

to Him [in worship and obedience

These are the limits ordained by 
Allah, so do not transgress them. 
And whoever transgresses the limits 
ordained by Allah, then such are the 
Zalimiin (wrong-doers). 

And if he has divorced her (the third 
time), then she is not lawful to him 
thereafter until she has married another 
husband. Then, if the other husband 
divorces her, it is no sin on both of 
them that they reunite, provided they 
feel that they can keep the limits 
ordained by Allah.

but remember Allah’s Favours on 
you (1.e. Islam), and that which He 
has sent down to you of the Book 
(i.e. the Qur’an) and Al-Hikmah (the 
Prophet’s Sunnah — legal ways — 
Islamic jurisprudence) whereby He 
instructs you. And fear Allah, and 
know that Allah is All-Knower of 
everything. 
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“Will you give back the garden which your husband has given you (as Mahr)?” 
She said, “Yes.” Then the Prophet cs.ieci{~ said to Thabit, “O Thabit! Accept 
your garden, and divorce her once.” (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol.7, Hadith No.197).

And when you have divorced women 
and they have fulfilled the term of 
their prescribed period, do not prevent 
them from marrying their (former) 
husbands, if they mutually agree on a 
reasonable basis. This (instruction) is 
an admonition for him among you who 
believes in Allah and the Last Day. 
That is more virtuous and purer for 
you. Allah knows and you know not. 


The mothers shall give suck to their 
children for two whole years, (that 

is) for those (parents) who desire to 
complete the term of suckling, but the 
father of the child shall bear the cost 
of the mother’s food and clothing on 
areasonable basis. No person shall 
have a burden laid on him greater than 
he can bear. No mother shall be treated 
unfairly on account of her child, nor 
father on account of his child. And 

on the (father’s) heir is incumbent the 
like of that (which was incumbent 

on the father). If they both decide on 
weaning, by mutual consent, and after 
due consultation, there is no sin on 
them. And if you decide on a foster 
suckling-mother for your children, 
there is no sin on you, provided you 
pay (the mother) what you agreed (to 
give her) on a reasonable basis.

And those of you who die and leave 
wives behind them, they (the wives) 
shall wait (as regards their marriage) 
for four months and ten (days).

in a just and honourable manner 
(i.e. they can marry). And Allah is 
Well-Acquainted with what you do. 


And there is no sin on you if you make 
a hint of betrothal to women or conceal 
it in yourselves.

with them in secret except that you 
speak an honourable saying (according 
to the Islamic law). And do not 
consummate the marriage until the term 
prescribed is fulfilled.

There is no sin on you, if you divorce

But 
bestow on them (a suitable gift), the 
rich according to his means, and the 
poor according to his means, a gift of 
a reasonable amount is a duty on the 
doers of good. 


And if you divorce them before you 
have touched (had a sexual relation 
with) them, and you have appointed 
to them the Mahr, then (pay) half 

of that (Mahr), unless they (the 
women) agree to forego it, or he 

(the husband), in whose hands is the 
marriage tie, agrees to forego (and 
give her full appointed Mahr). And to 
forego (and give her the full Mahr) is 
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(V.2:235) e.g. you can say to her, “If one finds a wife like you, he will be happy”.

‘Abdullah and from other religious scholars that the Kurs7 is in front of the 
‘Arsh (Throne) and it is at the level of the Feet. [Fatawa Ibn Taimiyah, Vol.5, 
Pages 54,55]. 

Narrated Abu Hurairah 2eaiz;: Allah’s Messenger ics.e\> ordered me to guard 

the Zakat revenue of Ramadan. Then somebody came to me and started stealing 

of the foodstuff. I caught him and said, “I will take you to Allah’s Messenger 

Acssiieii!” Then Abu Hurairah described the whole narration and said: That 

person said (to me), “(Please don’t take me to Allah’s Messenger csiexij\> and I 

will tell you a few words by which Allah will benefit you). When you go to your 

bed, recite Ayat -ul-Kursi, (2:255) for then there will be a guard from Allah who 
will protect you all night long, and Satan will not be able to come near you till 
dawn.” (When the Prophet <<. heard the story) he said (to me), “He (who 
came to you at night) told you the truth although he is a liar; and it was Satan.”

There is no compulsion in religion.

Those who eat Riba (usury) will not 
stand (on the Day of Resurrection) 
except like the standing of a person 


beaten by Shaitan (Satan) leading 
him to insanity. That is because 


they say: “Trading is only like Riba 
(usury),” whereas Allah has permitted 
trading and forbidden Ribd (usury). 
So whosoever receives an admonition 
from his Lord and stops eating Riba 
(usury) shall not be punished for the 
past; his case is for Allah (to judge); 
but whoever returns [to Riba (usury)], 
such are the dwellers of the Fire — 


they will abide therein forever. 
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(V.2:274) Narrated Abu Hurairah #ecile;: The Prophet zcs.cleiji> said, “Seven 
people will be shaded by Allah under His Shade on the Day (i.e. the Day of 
Resurrection) when there will be no shade except His. They are: 


a) a just ruler; 


b) a young man who has been brought up in the worship of Allah, [i.e.worships 
Allah (Alone) sincerely from his childhood]; 
c) aman whose heart is attached to the mosques (who offers the five compulsory 


congregational prayers in the mosques); 


d) two persons who love each other only for Allah’s sake, and they meet and part 


in Allah’s Cause only; 


e) aman who refuses the call of acharming woman of noble birth for illegal 
sexual intercourse with her and says: I fear Allah; 

f) a person who practises charity so secretly that his left hand does not know 
what his right hand has given (i.e., nobody knows how much he has given in 


charity). 


g) aperson who remembers Allah in seclusion and his eyes become flooded with 


tears.” 


(Sahih Al-Bukhart, Vol.2, Hadith No.504). 


(V.2:275) Riba: Usury is of two major kinds; 
a) Riba An-Nasi’a 1.e. interest on lent money; 


b) Riba Al-Fadi, i.e. taking a superior thing of the same kind of goods by giving 
more of the same kind of goods of inferior quality, e.g., dates of superior 
quality for dates of inferior quality in great amounts.

Allah will destroy Riba (usury) and 
will give increase for Sadaqat (deeds 
of charity, alms, etc.) And Allah likes 
not the disbelievers, sinners. 


Truly those who believe, and do 
deeds of righteousness, and perform 
As-Salat (Iqamat-as-Salat), and give 
Zakat, they will have their reward 
with their Lord. On them shall be no 
fear, nor shall they grieve. 


O you who believe! Be afraid of Allah

And if you do not do it, then take 
notice of war from Allah and His

Bilal replied, “I had some inferior kind of 
dates and exchanged two Sa‘ of them for one $a‘ of Barni dates, in order 


to give it to the Prophet Acs.) to eat.” 


Thereupon the Prophet scsiecije 


said, “Beware! Beware! This is definitely Riba (usury)! This is definitely Riba 
(usury)! Don’t do so, but if you want to buy (a superior kind of dates) sell the 
inferior kind of dates for money and then, buy the superior kind of dates with 
that money.” (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol.3, Hadith No.506). 
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b) Narrated Samura ibn Jundub 2<sig5: Allah’s Messenger csi very often used 
to ask his companions, “Did anyone of you see a dream?” So, dreams would be 
narrated to him by those whom Allah willed to relate. One morning the Prophet 
acssleaie said, “Last night two persons (angels) came to me (in adream) and 
woke me up and said to me, ‘Proceed!’ I set out with them and we came across 
aman lying down, and behold, another man was standing over his head, holding 
a big rock. Behold, he was throwing the rock at the man’s head, smashing it. 
The rock rolled away and the thrower followed it and took it back. By the time 
he reached the man, his head returned to its normal state. The thrower then did 
the same as he had done before. I said to my two companions, ‘Subhan Allah! 
Who are these two persons?’ They said, ‘Proceed!’ So we proceeded and came 
to aman lying in a prone position, and another man standing over his head with 
an iron hook, and behold, he would put the hook in one side of the man’s mouth 
and tear off that side of his face to the back (of the neck), and similarly tear his 
nose from front to back, and his eye from front to back. Then he turned to the 
other (second) side of the man’s face and did just as he had done with the first 
side. He hardly completed that (second) side when the first side returned to its 
normal state. Then he returned to it to repeat what he had done before. I said to 
my two companions, ‘Subhan Allah! Who are these two persons?’ They said 
to me, ‘Proceed!’ So we proceeded and came across something like a Tannur 
(akind of baking oven, apit usually clay-lined for baking bread).” I think the 
Prophet ics‘ said, “In that oven there was much noise and voices.” The 
Prophet ics.eti\k> added, “We looked into it and found naked men and women, 
and behold, a flame of fire was reaching to them from underneath, and when it 
reached them, they cried loudly. I asked them, ‘Who are these?’ They said to 
me, ‘Proceed!’ And so we proceeded and came across a river.” I think he said, 
“—_ red like blood.” The Prophet is.iési\\2 added, “And behold, in the river 
there was a man swimming, and on the bank there was a man who had collected 
many stones. Behold, while the other man was swimming, he went near him. 
The former opened his mouth and the latter (on the bank) threw astone into 
his mouth whereupon he went swimming again. Then again he (the former) 
returned to him (the latter), and every time the former returned, he opened his 
mouth, and the latter threw a stone into his mouth, (and so on) the performance 
was repeated. I asked my two companions, ‘Who are these two persons?’ They 
replied, ‘Proceed! Proceed!’ And we proceeded till we came to aman with 
arepulsive appearance, the most repulsive appearance you ever saw aman 
having! Beside him there was a fire, and he was kindling it and running around 
it. I asked my companions, ‘Who is this (man)?’ They said to me, ‘Proceed! 
Proceed!’ So we proceeded till we reached agarden of deep green dense 
vegetation, having all sorts of spring colours. In the midst of the garden there 
was a very tall man, and I could hardly see his head because of his great height, 
and around him there were children in such a large number as I have never seen. 
I said to my companions, ‘Who is this?’ They replied, ‘Proceed! Proceed!’ So 
we proceeded till we came to a majestic huge garden, greater and better than I 
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repent, you shall have your capital 
sums. Deal not unjustly (by asking 
more than your capital sums), and 
you shall not be dealt with unjustly 
(by receiving less than your capital 
sums).

have ever seen! My two companions said to me, ‘Ascend’ means and I ascended 
to go up.” The Prophet A<s.icaij added, “So we ascended till we reached a city 
built of gold and silver bricks, and we went to its gate and asked (the gatekeeper) 
to open the gate, and it was opened and we entered the city and found in it men 
with one side of their bodies as handsome as the most handsome person you 
have ever seen, and the other side as ugly as the ugliest person you have ever 
seen. My two companions ordered those men to throw themselves into the river. 
Behold, there was a river flowing across (the city), and its water was like milk in 
whiteness. Those men went and threw themselves in it and then returned to us 
after the ugliness (of their bodies) had disappeared, and they became in the best 
shape.” The Prophet <5c:i{\< further added, ““My two companions (angels) said 
to me: ‘This place is the ‘Adn Paradise, and that is your place.’ I raised up my 
sight, and behold, there I saw a palace like a white cloud! My two companions 
said to me: ‘That (palace) is your place’ I said to them: ‘May Allah bless you 
both! Let me enter it.’ They replied, ‘As for now, you will not enter it, but you 
shall enter it (one day).’ I said to them, ‘I have seen many wonders tonight. 
What does all that mean I have seen?’ They replied, ‘We will inform you: As 
for the first man you came upon whose head was being smashed with the rock, 
he is the symbol of the one who studies the Qur’an, and then neither recites it, 
nor acts on its orders, and sleeps, neglecting the enjoined prayers. As for the 
man you came upon, whose sides of mouth, nostrils, and eyes were torn off 
from front to back, he is the symbol of the man who goes out of his house in the 
morning and tells lies that are spread all over the world. And those naked men 
and women whom you saw in a construction resembling an oven, they are the 
adulterers-fornicators and the adulteresses-fornicatresses, and the man whom 
you saw swimming in the river, and was given a stone to swallow, is the eater of 
Riba (usury), and the bad looking man whom you saw near the fire kindling it 
and going around it, is Malik; the gatekeeper of Hell, and the tall man whom you 
saw in the garden, is Ibrahtm (Abraham), and the children around him are those 
who die on Al-Fitrah (the Islamic Faith of Monotheism).’” The narrator added: 
Some Muslims asked the Prophet scsscxi\\, ““O Allah’s Messenger! What about 
the children of A/-Mushrikiin?*” The Prophet ics.ie:i{\2 replied, “And also the 
children of Al-Mushrikin.” The Prophet Ase), added, “My two companions 
added, ‘The men you saw half handsome and half ugly were those persons who 
had mixed an act that was good with another that was evil, but Allah forgave 
them.’” (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol. 9, Hadith No. 171). 

Al-Mushrikin: polytheists, pagans, idolaters, and disbelievers in the Oneness 
of Allah and in His Messenger Muhammad Acsaesiiic. 
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And if the debtor is in a hard time 
(has no money), then grant him time 
till it is easy for him to repay, but 
if you remit it by way of charity, 
that is better for you if you did but 
know”). 

And be afraid of the Day when you 
shall be brought back to Allah. Then 
every person shall be paid what he 
eared, and they shall not be dealt 
with unjustly. 


O you who believe! When you 
contract a debt for a fixed period, 
write it down. Let a scribe write it 
down in justice between you. Let not 
the scribe refuse to write as Allah 
has taught him, so let him write. 
Let him (the debtor) who incurs the 
liability dictate, and he must fear 
Allah, his Lord, and diminish not 
anything of what he owes. But if 
the debtor is of poor understanding, 
or weak, or is unable to dictate for 
himself, then let his guardian dictate 
in justice. And get two witnesses 
from among your own men. And if 
there are not two men (available), 
then aman and two women, such 

as you agree for witnesses, so that 
if one of them (two women) errs, 
the other can remind her. And the 
witnesses should not refuse when 
they are called (for evidence). You 
should not become weary to write it

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(your contract), whether it be small 
or big, for its fixed term, that is 

more just with Allah; more solid as 
evidence, and more convenient to 
prevent doubts among yourselves, 
save when it is a present trade which 
you carry out on the spot among 
yourselves, then there is no sin on 
you if you do not write it down. But 
take witnesses whenever you make 

a commercial contract. Let neither 
scribe nor witness suffer any harm, 
but if you do (such harm), it would 
be wickedness in you. So be afraid 
of Allah; and Allah teaches you. And 
Allah is All-Knower of each and 
everything. 

And if you are on ajourney and 
cannot find ascribe, then let there be 
a pledge taken (mortgaging); then 
if one of you entrust the other, let the 
one who is entrusted discharge his 
trust (faithfully), and let him be afraid 
of Allah, his Lord. And conceal not 
the evidence. for he who hides it, 
surely his heart is sinful. And Allah is 
All-Knower of what you do. 


To Allah belongs all that is in the 
heavens and all that is on the earth, 
and whether you disclose what is in 
your ownselves or conceal it, Allah 
will call you to account for it. Then 
He forgives whom He wills and 
punishes whom He wills. And Allah 
is Able to do all things.

(V.3:64) Narrated Ibn ‘Abbas ®caiis;: Abu Sufyan narrated to me personally, 
saying, “I set out during the truce that had been concluded between me and 
Allah’s Messenger ics.c¢ci{i2. While I was in Sham, a letter sent by the Prophet 
Asset was brought to Heraclius. Dihya Al-Kalbi had brought and given it 
to the governor of Busra, and the latter forwarded it to Heraclius. Heraclius 
said, ‘Is there anyone from the people of this man who claims to be a Prophet?’ 
The people replied, ‘Yes,’ so, along with some other Quraishi men, I was 
called and we entered upon Heraclius, and we were seated in front of him. 
Then he said, ‘Who amongst you is the nearest relative to the man who claims 
to be a Prophet?’ I (Abu Sufyan) replied: ‘I am the nearest relative to him 
from amongst the group.’ So they made me sit in front of him and made my 
companions sit behind me. Then he called upon his translator and said (to him). 
‘Tell them (i.e. Abu Sufyan’s companions) that I am going to ask him (i.e. Abu 
Sufyan) regarding that man who claims to be a Prophet. So, if he tells me a lie, 
they should contradict him (instantly).’ By Allah, had I not been afraid that my 
companions would consider me a liar, I would have told lies. Heraclius then said 
to his translator, ‘Ask him: What is his (i.e. the Prophet’s) family status amongst 
you?’ I said, ‘He belongs to anoble family amongst us.’ Heraclius said, ‘Was 
any of his ancestors a king?’ I said, ‘No’. He said, ‘Did you ever accuse him of 
telling lies before his saying what he has said?’ I said, ‘No’. He said, ‘Do the 
nobles follow him or the poor people?’ I said, ‘It is the poor who follow him.’ 
He said, ‘Is the number of his followers increasing or decreasing?’ I said, ‘They 
are increasing.’ He said, ‘Does anyone renounce his religion (i.e. Islam) after 
embracing it, being displeased with it?’ I said, ‘No.’ He said, ‘Did you fight 
with him?’ I replied, ‘Yes.’ He said, ‘How was your fighting with him?’ I said, 
‘The fighting between us was undecided and victory was shared by him and us 
in turns. He inflicts casualties upon us and we inflict casualties upon him.’ He 
said, ‘Did he ever betray?’ I said, ‘No, but now we are away from him in this 
truce and we do not know what he will do in it.’” Abu Sufyan added, “By Allah, 
I was not able to insert in my speech a word (against him) except that. Heraclius 
said, ‘Did anybody else (amongst you) ever claim the same (i.e. to be Allah’s 
Prophet) before him?’ I said, ‘No’. Then Heraclius told his translator to tell me 
(i.e. Abu Sufyan), ‘I asked you about his family status amongst you, and you 
told me that he comes from a noble family amongst you.

Then I asked you whether any 
of his ancestors was a king, and you denied that. Thereupon I thought that had 
one of his forefathers been aking, I would have said that he (i.e. Muhammad 
AcseSi\) was seeking to rule the kingdom of his forefathers. Then I asked you 
regarding his followers, whether they were the noble or the poor among the 
people, and you said that they were only poor (who follow him). In fact, such 
are the followers of the Messengers. Then I asked you whether you have ever

accused him of telling lies before he said what he said, and your reply was in 
the negative. Therefore, I took for granted that a man who did not tell a lie about 
others, could never tell a lie about Allah. Then I asked you whether anyone of 
his followers had renounced his religion (i.e. Islam) after embracing it, being 
displeased with it, and you denied that. And such is faith when its delight enters 
the heart and mixes with it completely. Then I asked you whether his followers 
were increasing or decreasing.

Islam. Embrace Islam and you will be saved (from Allah’s punishment); embrace 
Islam, and Allah will give you a double reward, but if you reject this, you will be 
responsible for the sins of all the people of your kingdom: (Allah’s Statement): 
“O people of the Scripture (Jews and Christians)! Come to a word that is just 
between us and you, that we worship none but Allah (Alone)... bear witness that 
we are Muslims.” (3:64). 

“When he finished reading the letter, voices grew louder near him and there was 
a great hue and cry, and we were ordered to go out.” Abu Sufyan added, “While 
coming out, I said to my companions, ‘The matter of Ibn Abu Kabshah* (i.e. 
Muhammad <s.:{aij\2) has become so prominent that even the king of Banu

They replied, “As-Salamu ‘Alaikum wa Rahmatullah (Peace and Allah’s 

Mercy be on you).” So they increased ‘wa Rahmatullah.’” The Prophet Acstexije 

added, “So, whoever will enter Paradise, will be of the shape and picture of Adam.

being diminished continuously up to the present time.” (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol. 8,

O you who believe! When you go (to 
fight) in the Cause of Allah, verify 
(the truth), and say not to anyone who 
greets you (by embracing Islam): 
“You are not a believer”; seeking

There are much more profits and 
booties with Allah. Even as he is now, 
so were you yourselves before till 
Allah conferred on you His Favours 
(i.e. guided you to Islam). Therefore, 
be cautious in discrimination. Allah is 
Ever Well-Acquainted of what you do.

When you have finished As-Salat (the 
congregational prayer), remember 
Allah standing, sitting down, and 
(lying down) on your sides, but when 
you are free from danger, perform 
As-Salat (Iqamat-as-Saldat).

(V.4:171) Rah-ullah: According to the early religious scholars from among the 
Companions of the Prophet :<5.:ij(< and their students and the Mujtahidiin, there 
is a rule to distinguish between the two nouns in the genitive construction: 

a) When one of the two nouns is Allah, and the other is a person or a thing, e.g. 
Allah’s House (Bait-ullah); Allah’s Messenger (Rasil-ullah); Allah’s slave

The Messiah will never be proud to 
reject being a slave of Allah, nor the 
angels who are the near (to Allah).

Shaitan (Satan) wants only to excite 
enmity and hatred between you with 
intoxicants (alcoholic drinks) and 
gambling, and hinder you from the 
remembrance of Allah and from 
As-Salat (the prayer).

And obey Allah and the Messenger 
(Muhammad <s.:c2i\\2), and beware 
(of even coming near to drinking or 
gambling or Al-Ansab, or Al-Azlam, 
etc.) and fear Allah. Then, if you 
turn away, you should know that it is 
Our Messenger’s duty to convey (the 
Message) in the clearest way. 


Those who believe and do righteous 
good deeds, there is no sin on them 
for what they ate (in the past), if they 
fear Allah (by keeping away from His 
forbidden things), and believe and do 
righteous good deeds, and again fear 
Allah and believe, and once again fear 
Allah and do good deeds with /hsan 
(perfection).

Allah has made the Ka ‘bah, the 
Sacred House, an asylum of security 
and benefits (e.g. Hajj and ‘Umrah) 
for mankind, and also (made sacred) 
the Sacred Month and the animals of 
offerings and the garlanded (people 
or animals marked with the garlands 
on their necks made from the outer 
part of the stem of the Makkah trees 
for their security), that you may know 
that Allah has knowledge of all that 
is in the heavens and all that is in the 
earth, and that Allah is All-Knower of 
each and everything.

Say: “If I had that which you are 
asking for impatiently (the torment), 
the matter would have been settled at 
once between me and you, but Allah 
knows best the Zalimin (polytheists 
and wrong-doers).”

Nothing can save you except the truth, so each of you should ask Allah’s Help by 
referring to such a deed as he thinks he did sincerely (i.e., just for gaining Allah’s 
Pleasure).’ So one of them said, ‘O Allah! You know that I had a labourer who 
worked for me for one Farag (i.e. three Sa‘) of rice, but he departed, leaving it (i.e. 
his wages). I sowed that Farag of rice and with its yield I bought cows (for him). 
Later on when he came to me asking for his wages, I said (to him), “Go to those 
cows and drive them away.’ He said to me, ‘But you have to pay me only a Faraq 
of rice.’ I said to him, ‘Go to those cows and take them, for they are the product of 
that Farag (of rice).’ So he drove them. O Allah! If you consider that I did that for 
fear of You, then please remove the rock.’ The rock shifted a bit from the mouth 
of the cave. The second one said, ‘O Allah, You know that I had old parents whom 
I used to provide with the milk of my sheep every night. One night I was delayed 
and when I came, they had slept, while my wife and children were crying with 
hunger. I used not to let them (i.e. my family) drink unless my parents had drunk 
first. So I disliked to wake them up and also disliked that they should sleep without 
drinking it, I kept on waiting (for them to wake) till it dawned. O Allah! If You 
consider that I did that for fear of You, then please remove the rock.’ So the rock 
shifted and they could see the sky through it. The (third) one said, ‘O Allah! You 
know that [had a cousin (i.e. my paternal uncle’s daughter) who was most beloved 
to me and I sought to seduce her, but she refused, unless I paid her one-hundred 
Dinars (i.e. gold pieces). So, I collected the amount and brought it to her, and she 
allowed me to sleep with her. But, when I sat between her legs, she said, “Be afraid 
of Allah, and do not deflower me but legally.’ ‘I got up and left the hundred Dinars 
(for her). O Allah! If You consider that I did that for fear of You then please 
remove the rock.’ So Allah released them (removed the rock) and they came out 
(of the cave).” [This Hadith indicates that one can only ask Allah for help directly 
or through his performed good deeds. But, to ask Allah through the dead or absent 
(prophets, saints, spirits, holy men, angels) is absolutely forbidden in Islam and it 
is a kind of polytheism]. (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol. 4, Hadith No. 671).

Then he (Shu‘aib) turned from them 
and said: “O my people! I have 
indeed conveyed my Lord’s Messages 
to you and I have given you good 
advice.

And We sent no Prophet to any town 
(and they denied him), but We seized 
its people with suffering from extreme 
poverty (or loss in wealth) and loss of 
health (and calamities), so that they 
might humble themselves (and repent 
to Allah). 


Then, We changed the evil for the 
good, until they increased in number 
and in wealth, and said: “Our fathers 
were touched with evil (loss of 
health and calamities) and with good 
(prosperity).” So, We seized them all 
of a sudden while they were unaware.

Did they then feel secure against the 
Plan of Allah? None feels secure from 
the Plan of Allah except the people 
who are the losers. 


Is it not clear to those who inherit 
the earth in succession from its 
(previous) possessors, that had We 
willed, We would have punished 
them for their sins. And We seal up 
their hearts so that they hear not? 


Those were the towns whose story 
We relate to you (O Muhammad 
Acsacleti{\2). And there came indeed 
to them their Messengers with clear 
proofs, but they were not to believe in 
that which they had rejected before. 
Thus Allah does seal up the hearts of 
the disbelievers (from every kind of 
religious guidance). 

And most of them We found not true 
to their covenant, but most of them 
We found indeed Fasiqiin (rebellious, 
disobedient to Allah). 


Then, after them, We sent Misa 
(Moses) with Our Signs to Fir‘aun

And the sorcerers fell down 
prostrate. 


They said: “We believe in the Lord 
of the ‘Alamin (mankind, jinn and all 
that exists).

Misa (Moses) said to his people: 
“Seek help in Allah and be patient. 

He gives 
it as a heritage to whom He wills of 
His slaves; and the (blessed) end is 
for the Muttaqiun (the pious — see 
V.2:2).” 

They said: “We (Children of Israel) 
had suffered troubles before you 
came to us, and since you have 
come to us.” He said: “It may be 
that your Lord will destroy your 
enemy and make you successors on 
the earth, so that He may see how 
you act?” 


And indeed We punished the people 
of Fir‘aun (Pharaoh) with years of 
drought and shortage of crops, that 
they might remember (take heed).

So, We sent on them: the flood, the 
locusts, the lice, the frogs, and the 
blood (as a succession of) manifest 
signs, yet they remained arrogant, 
and they were of those people 

who were Mujrimin (criminals, 
polytheists, sinners). 

And when the punishment fell on 
them they said: “O Misa (Moses)! 
Invoke your Lord for us because of 
His Promise to you. If you remove 
the punishment from us, we indeed 
shall believe in you, and we shall let 
the Children of Israel go with you.” 


But, when We removed the 
punishment from them to a fixed 
term, which they had to reach, 
behold! they broke their word! 


So, We took retribution from them. We 
drowned them in the sea, because they 
denied Our Aydt (proofs, evidences, 
verses, lessons, signs, revelations, etc.)

‘Alamin (mankind and jinn of your 
time).” 


And (remember) when We rescued 


you from Fir‘aun’s (Pharaoh) people, 


who were afflicting you with the 
worst torment, killing your sons and 
letting your women live. And in that 
was a great trial from your Lord. 


And We appointed for Misa 
(Moses) thirty nights and added 

(to the period) ten (more), and he 
completed the term, appointed by 
his Lord, of forty nights. And Misa 
(Moses) said to his brother Hariin

ordering the people to obey Allah 
and to worship Him Alone) and 
follow not the way of the Mufsidiin

And when Misa (Moses) came at the 
time and place appointed by Us, and 
his Lord (Allah) spoke to him; he said:

in its place then you shall see Me.” 

So when his Lord appeared to the 
mountain’, He made it collapse to 
dust, and Musa (Moses) fell down 
unconscious. Then, when he recovered 
his senses, he said: “Glorified are 
You, I turn to You in repentance and I 
am the first of the believers.” 

(Allah) said: “O Misa (Moses) I 

have chosen you above men by My 
Messages, and by My speaking (to 
you). So, hold that which I have 
given you and be of the grateful.” 


And We wrote for him on the Tablets 
the lesson to be drawn from all things 
and the explanation for all things (and 
said): Hold to these with firmness, 
and enjoin your people to take the 
best therein. I shall show you the 
home of Al-Fasiqiin (the rebellious, 
disobedient to Allah). 


I shall turn away from My Ayat 
(verses of the Qur’an) those who 
behave arrogantly on the earth, 
without a right, and (even) if they see 
all the Aydt (proofs, evidences, verses, 
lessons, signs, revelations, etc.), 

they will not believe in them. And 

if they see the way of righteousness 
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(V.7:143) The appearance of Allah *icic to the mountain was very little of Him. 
It was approximately equal to the tip of one’s little finger as explained by the 
Prophet 4cs.:6«i\,2 when he recited this Verse.

(monotheism, piety, and good deeds), 
they will not adopt it as the Way, 

but if they see the way of error 
(polytheism, crimes and evil deeds), 
they will adopt that way, that is 
because they have rejected Our Ayat

heedless (to learn a lesson) from them. 


Those who deny Our Ayat (proofs, 
evidences, verses, lessons, signs, 
revelations, etc.) and the Meeting in the 
Hereafter (Day of Resurrection,), vain 
are their deeds. Are they requited with 
anything except what they used to do? 


And the people of Mtisa (Moses) 
made in his absence, out of their 
ornaments, the image of a calf (for 
worship). It had a sound (as if it 

was mooing). Did they not see that 
it could neither speak to them nor 
guide them to the way? They took it 
(for worship) and they were Zalimin 
(wrong-doers). 


And when they regretted and saw that 
they had gone astray, they (repented 
and) said: “If our Lord have not 
mercy upon us and forgive us, we 
shall certainly be of the losers.” 


And when Misa (Moses) returned 
to his people, angry and grieved, 
he said: “What an evil thing is 

that which you have done (i.e. 
worshipping the calf) during my 
absence. Did you hasten and go 
ahead as regards the matter of your 
Lord (you left His worship)?” And 
he threw down the Tablets and

seized his brother by (the hair of) his 
head and dragged him towards him. 
[Hartin (Aaron)] said: “O son of my 
mother! Indeed the people judged 
me weak and were about to kill me, 
so make not the enemies rejoice over 
me, nor put me amongst the people 
who are Zalimin (wrong-doers).” 


Misa (Moses) said: ““O my Lord! 
Forgive me and my brother, and 
admit us into Your Mercy, for you 
are the Most Merciful of those who 
show mercy.” 


Certainly, those who took the calf 
(for worship), wrath from their Lord 
and humiliation will come upon them 
in the life of this world. Thus do We 
recompense those who invent lies. 


But those who committed evil deeds 
and then repented afterwards and 
believed, verily, your Lord, after (all) 
that, is indeed Oft-Forgiving, Most 
Merciful. 


And when the anger of Misa (Moses) 
was calmed down, he took up the 
Tablets; and in their inscription was 
guidance and mercy for those who 
fear their Lord. 


And Musa (Moses) chose out of his 
people seventy (of the best) men 

for Our appointed time and place of 
meeting, and when they were seized 
with a violent earthquake, he said: 

“O my Lord, if it had been Your Will, 
You could have destroyed them and 
me before; would You destroy us for 
the deeds of the foolish ones among 
us? It is only Your Trial by which

our Wali (Protector), so forgive us 
and have Mercy on us: for You are 
the Best of those who forgive.

He said: (As to) My punishment, I 
afflict therewith whom I will and 
My Mercy embraces all things. That

And of the people of Misa (Moses) 
there is a community who lead (the 
men) with truth and establish justice 
therewith (i.e. judge among men with 
truth and justice). 


And We divided them into twelve 
tribes (as distinct) nations. We 
revealed to Musa (Moses) when 
his people asked him for water 
(saying): “Strike the stone with 
your stick”, and there gushed forth 
out of it twelve springs, each group 
knew its own place for water. We 
shaded them with the clouds and 
sent down upon them A/-Manna\” 
and the quails (saying): “Eat of 
the good things with which We 
have provided you.” They harmed 
Us not, but they used to harm 
themselves. 


And (remember) when it was 
said to them: “Dwell in this town 
(Jerusalem) and eat therefrom 
wherever you wish, and say, 

‘(O Allah) forgive our sins’; and 
enter the gate prostrate (bowing 
with humility). We shall forgive 
you your wrong-doings. We shall 
increase (the reward) for the 
good-doers.” 


But those among them who did 
wrong changed the word that had 
been told to them. So, We sent on 
them a torment from the heaven in 
return for their wrong-doings®.

So, the Prophet carried 
out the expedition and when he reached that town at the time or nearly at the time 
of the ‘Asr prayer, he said to the sun, ‘O sun! You are under Allah’s Order and I am 
under Allah’s Order. O Allah! Stop it (i.e. the sun) from setting.’ It was stopped till 
Allah made him victorious. Then he collected the booty and the fire came to burn 
it, but it did not burn it*. He said (to his men), ‘Some of you have stolen something 
from the booty. So one man from every tribe should give me a Bai‘a (pledge) by 
shaking hands with me.’ (They did so and) the hand of a man got stuck in the hand 
of their Prophet. Then that Prophet said (to the man), “The theft has been committed 
by your people. So all the persons of your tribe should give me the Bai ‘a (pledge) 
by shaking hands with me.’ The hands of two or three men got stuck in the hand of 
their Prophet and he said, ‘You have committed the theft.’ Then they brought a head 
of gold like the head of a cow and put it there, and the fire came and consumed the 
booty. The Prophet A<s.c<i2 added: “Then Allah saw our weakness and disability, 
so He made booty legal for us.” (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol. 4, Hadith No. 353).

And they worship, besides Allah, 
things that harm them not, nor profit 
them, and they say: “These are our 
intercessors with Allah.”

Mankind was but one community

Nuh (Noah) said: “O my Lord! I seek 
refuge with You from asking You 
that of which I have no knowledge. 
And unless You forgive me and have 
Mercy on me, I will indeed be one of 
the losers.” 


It was said: “O Nth (Noah)! Come 
down (from the ship) with peace 
from Us and blessings on you and on 
the people who are with you (and on 
some of their offspring), but (there 
will be other) people to whom We 
shall grant their pleasures (for a time), 
but in the end a painful torment will 
reach them from Us.” 


This is of the news of the Unseen 
which We reveal to you (O Muhammad 
Acsaeti); neither you nor your 
people knew it before this. So, be 
patient. Surely, the (good) end is for 
Al-Muttaqiin (the pious).

They rejected 
the Aydt (proofs, evidences, verses, 
lessons, signs, revelations, etc.) of their 
Lord and disobeyed His Messengers, 
and followed the command of every 
proud, obstinate (oppressor of the truth 
from their leaders). 
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And they were pursued by a curse in 
this world and (so they will be) on 

the Day of Resurrection. No doubt! 
Verily, ‘Ad disbelieved in their Lord. 
So, away with ‘Ad, the people of Hiid. 


And to Thamitid (people We sent) 
their brother Salih. He said: “O my 
people! Worship Allah: you have no 
other i/ah (god) but Him. He brought 
you forth from the earth and settled 
you therein, then ask forgiveness of 
Him and turn to Him in repentance. 
Certainly, my Lord is Near (to all by 
His Knowledge), Responsive.” 


They said: “O Salih! You have been 
among us as a figure of good hope 
(and we wished for you to be our 
chief) till this [new thing which you 
have brought that we leave our gods 
and worship your God (Allah) Alone]! 
Do you (now) forbid us the worship 
of what our fathers have worshipped? 
But we are really in grave doubt 

as to that to which you invite us 
(monotheism).” 


He said: “O my people! Tell me, if 

I have aclear proof from my Lord, 
and there has come to me Mercy 
(Prophethood) from Him, who then 
can help me against Allah, if I were to 
disobey Him? Then you increase me 
not but in loss. 


“And O my people! This she-camel of 
Allah is a sign to you, so leave her to 
feed (graze) in Allah’s land, and touch 
her not with evil, lest a near torment 
should seize you.”

on you, O the family [of Ibrahim 
(Abraham)]. Surely, He (Allah) is 
All-Praiseworthy, All-Glorious.” 


Then, when the fear had gone 

away from (the mind of) Ibrahtm 
(Abraham), and the glad tidings had 
reached him, he began to plead with 
Us (Our messengers) for the people of 
Lut (Lot). 


Verily, Ibrahtm (Abraham) was, 
without doubt, forbearing, used to 
invoking Allah with humility, and was 
repentant (to Allah all the time, again 
and again). 


“O Ibrahim (Abraham)! Forsake this. 
Indeed, the Commandment of your 
Lord has gone forth. Verily, there will 
come a torment for them which cannot 
be turned back.” 


And when Our messengers came to 
Lut (Lot), he was grieved on account 
of them and felt himself powerless 
for them (lest the town people 

should approach them to commit 
sodomy with them). He said: “This is 
a distressful day.”

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And his people came rushing towards 
him, and since aforetime they used 

to commit crimes (sodomy), he said: 
“O my people! Here are my daughters 
(i.e. the women of the nation), they 
are purer for you (if you marry them 
lawfully).

Is there not among you a single 
right-minded man?” 


They said: “Surely you know that we 
have neither any desire nor need of 
your daughters, and indeed you know 
well what we want!” 


He said: “Would that I had strength 
(men) to overpower you, or that I 
could betake myself to some powerful 
support (to resist you).” 


They (messengers) said: “O Lut 
(Lot)! Verily, we are the messengers 
from your Lord! They shall not 
reach you!“ So travel with your 
family in a part of the night, and let 
not any of you look back; but your 
wife (will remain behind), verily, the 
punishment which will afflict them, 
will afflict her. Indeed, morning 

is their appointed time. Is not the 
morning near?” 


So, when Our Commandment came, 
We turned (the towns of Sodom in 
Palestine) upside down, and rained 
on them stones of Sijjil (baked clay), 
in a well-arranged manner one after 
another;

And to the Madyan (Midian) people

I see you in prosperity and verily 

I fear for you the torment of a Day 
encompassing. 


“And O my people! Give full measure 
and weight in justice and reduce not 
the things that are due to the people, 
and do not commit mischief in the 
land, causing corruption. 


“That which is left by Allah for you 
(after giving the rights of the people) 
is better for you, if you are believers. 
And J am not a guardian over you.” 


They said: “O Shu‘aib! Does your 
Salat (prayer) command that we give 
up what our fathers used to worship, 
or that we give up doing what we like 
with our property? Verily, you are the 
forbearer, right-minded!” (They said 
this sarcastically). 


He said: “O my people! Tell me if I 
have aclear evidence from my Lord 
and He has given me good sustenance 
from Himself (shall I corrupt it by 
mixing it with the unlawfully earned 
money). I wish not, in contradiction 

to you, to do that which I forbid you. 

I only desire reform to the best of my 
power.

And if you (O Muhammad Acsaecii) 
wonder (at these polytheists who deny 
your message of Islamic Monotheism 
and have taken, besides Allah, 

others for worship, who can neither 
harm nor benefit), then wondrous 

is their saying: “When we are dust, 
shall we indeed then be (raised) in 
anew creation?” They are those who 
disbelieved in their Lord! They are 
those who will have iron chains tying 
their hands to their necks.

They ask you to hasten the evil before 
the good, while (many) exemplary 
punishments have indeed occurred 
before them. But verily, your Lord is 
full of Forgiveness for mankind, inspite 
of their wrong-doing. And verily, your 
Lord is (also) Severe in punishment.

And the disbelievers say: “Why is 
not a sign sent down to him from 
his Lord?” You are only a warner, 
and to every people there is 

a guide. 


Allah knows what every female 
bears, and by how much the wombs 
fall short (of their time or number) 
or exceed. Everything with Him is in 
(due) proportion. 


All-Knower of the Unseen and the 
seen, the Most Great, the Most High. 


It is the same (to Him) whether 
any of you conceal his speech 

or declares it openly, whether he 
be hid by night or goes forth freely 
by day. 


For him (each person), there are 
angels in succession, before and 
behind him”. They guard him by the 
Command of Allah. Verily, Allah 
will not change the (good) condition 
of a people, as long as they do not 
change their state (of goodness) 
themselves (by committing sins and 
by being ungrateful and disobedient 
to Allah). But, when Allah wills 

a people’s punishment, there can be 
no turning back of it, and they will 
find besides Him no protector.

And Ar-Ra ‘d“” (thunder) glorifies 
and praises Him, and so do the 
angels because of His Awe. He sends 
the thunderbolts, and therewith He 
strikes whom He wills, yet, they 
(disbelievers) dispute about Allah. 
And He is Mighty in strength and 
Severe in punishment. 


For Him (Allah, Alone) is the Word 
of Truth (i.e. none has the right 

to be worshipped but Allah). And 
those whom they (polytheists and 
disbelievers) invoke besides Him, 
answer them no more than one who 
stretches forth his hand (at the edge 
of a deep well) for water to reach his 
mouth, but it reaches him not; and 
the invocation of the disbelievers is 
nothing but an error (i.e. of no use). 


And to Allah (Alone) falls in 
prostration whoever is in the heavens 
and the earth, willingly or unwillingly, 
and so do their shadows in the 
mornings and in the afternoons.

creation) seemed alike to them?” Say: 
“Allah is the Creator of all things; and 
He is the One, the Irresistible.” 


He sends down water (rain) from the 
sky, and the valleys flow according to 
their measure, but the flood bears away 
the foam that mounts up to the surface 
— and (also) from that (ore) which 
they heat in the fire in order to make 
ornaments or utensils, rises a foam like 
it, thus does Allah (by parables) show 
forth truth and falsehood”. Then, as 
for the foam, it passes away as scum 
upon the banks, while that which is for 
the good of mankind remains in the 
earth. Thus Allah sets forth parables 
(for the truth and falsehood, i.e. Belief 
and disbelief). 


For those who answered their Lord’s 
Call [believed in the Oneness of 
Allah and followed His Messenger 
Muhammad cs.ccci@ i.e. Islamic 
Monotheism] is 4/-Husnd (i.e. 
Paradise). But those who answered 
not His Call (disbelieved in the 
Oneness of Allah and followed 

not His Messenger Muhammad 
Assails), if they had all that is 

in the earth together with its like, 
they would offer it in order to save 
themselves (from the torment, but

Shall he then, who knows that 

what has been revealed to you 

(O Muhammad 4<s.:6%j2) from your 
Lord is the truth, be like him who 

is blind? But it is only the men of 
understanding that pay heed. 


Those who fulfil the Covenant of 
Allah and break not the Mithdag (bond, 
treaty, covenant). 


And those who join that which Allah 
has commanded to be joined (1.e. 
they are good to their relatives and

And those who break the Covenant of 
Allah, after its ratification, and sever 
that which Allah has commanded to 
be joined (1.e. they sever the bond 

of kinship and are not good to their 
relatives), and work mischief in the 
land, on them is the curse (i.e. they 
will be far away from Allah’s Mercy), 
and for them is the unhappy (evil) 
home (i.e. Hell). 


Allah increases the provision for 
whom He wills, and straitens (it for 
whom He wills), and they rejoice 
in the life of the world, whereas the 
life of this world, as compared with 
the Hereafter, is but a brief passing 
enjoyment. 


And those who disbelieved say:

Narrated Ibn ‘Abbas &<aiis;: [On the authority of the Prophet ics.iexijte (See Fath 
AI-Bari, Vol. 7, Page 210)]. The first lady to use a girdle was the mother of Isma‘il 
(Ishmael). She used a girdle so that she might hide her tracks from Sarah. Ibrahim 
(Abraham) brought her and her son Isma‘il (Ishmael) while she used to nurse him 
at her breast, near the Ka ‘bah under atree on the spot of Zamzam, at the highest 
place in the mosque. During those days there was nobody in Makkah, nor was 
there any water. So he made them sit over there and placed near them a leather 
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bag containing some dates, and asmall water-skin containing some water, and 
set out homeward. Isma‘il’s (Ishmael) mother followed him saying, “O Ibrahim 
(Abraham)! Where are you going, leaving us in this valley where there is no 
person whose company we may enjoy, nor is there anything (to enjoy)?” She 
repeated that to him many times, but he did not look back at her. Then she asked 
him, “Has Allah ordered you to do so?” He said, “Yes.” She said, “Then He will 
not neglect us,” and returned while Ibrahim (Abraham) proceeded onwards, and 
on reaching the Thaniyyah where they could not see him, he faced the Ka ‘bah, and 
raising both hands invoked Allah saying the following supplication: 

‘O our Lord! I have made some of my offspring to dwell in an uncultivable valley 
by Your Sacred House (the Ka ‘bah in Makkah); in order, O our Lord, that they 
may perform As-Salat (Iqamat-as-Salat). So fill some hearts among men with 
love towards them, and (O Allah) provide them with fruits, so that they may give 
thanks.’ (V.14:37). 

Isma‘1l’s (Ishmael) mother went on suckling Isma‘Tl (Ishmael) and drinking from 
the water (she had). When the water in the water-skin had all been used up, she 
became thirsty and her child also became thirsty. She started looking at him [1.e. 
Isma ‘Tl (Ishmael)] tossing in agony; she left him, for she could not endure looking 
at him, and found that the mountain of As-Safa was the nearest mountain to her 
on that land. She stood on it and started looking at the valley keenly so that she 
might see somebody, but she could not see anybody. Then she descended from 
As-Safa and when she reached the valley, she tucked up her robe and ran in the 
valley like a person in distress and trouble, till she crossed the valley and reached 
Al-Marwah mountain where she stood and started looking, expecting to see 
somebody, but she could not see anybody. She repeated that (running between 
As-Safa and Al-Marwah) seven times.” The Prophet icscxii> said, “This is the 
source of the tradition of the Sa ‘y (the going) of people between them (i.e. As-Safa 
and Al-Marwah). When she reached Al-Marwah (for the last time) she heard 
a voice and she asked herself to be quiet and listened attentively. She heard the 
voice again and said, ‘O (whoever you may be)! You have made me hear your 
voice; have you got something to help me?’ And behold! She saw an angel at the 
place of Zamzam, digging the earth with his heel (or his wing), till water flowed 
from that place. She started to make something like a basin around it, using her 
hands in this way and started filling her water-skin with water with her hands, 
and the water was flowing out after she had scooped some of it.” The Prophet 
Acseciie added, “May Allah bestow mercy on Isma‘il’s (Ishmael) mother! Had 
she let the Zamzam (flow without trying to control it) (or had she not scooped from 
that water) (to fill her water-skin), Zamzam would have been a stream flowing on 
the surface of the earth.” The Prophet A<s.:c<iji further added, “Then she drank 
(water) and suckled her child. The angel said to her, ‘Don’t be afraid of being 
neglected, for this is the House of Allah which will be built by this boy and his 
father, and Allah never neglects His people.’ The House (i.e. Ka ‘bah) at that time 
was on a high place resembling a hillock, and when torrents came, they flowed to 
its right and left. She lived in that way till some people from the tribe of Jurhum or 
a family from Jurhum passed by her and her child, as they (i.e. the Jurhum people) 
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were coming through the way of Kada’. They landed in the lower part of Makkah 
where they saw a bird that had the habit of flying around water and not leaving it. 
They said, ‘This bird must be flying around water, though we know that there is no 
water in this valley.” They sent one or two messengers who discovered the source 
of water, and returned to inform them of the water. So, they all came (towards 
the water).” The Prophet 2<s.{cxij> added, “Isma‘il’s (Ishmael) mother was sitting 
near the water. They asked her, ‘Do you allow us to stay with you?’ She replied, 
“Yes, but you will have no right to possess the water.’ They agreed to that.” The 
Prophet ics further said, “Isma‘tl’s (Ishmael) mother was pleased with 
the whole situation as she used to love to enjoy the company of the people. So, 
they settled there, and later on they sent for their families who came and settled 
with them so that some families became permanent residents there. The child 
[i.e. Isma‘tl (Ishmael)] grew up and learnt Arabic from them and (his virtues) 
caused them to love and admire him as he grew up, and when he reached the age 
of puberty they made him marry awoman from amongst them. After Isma‘Tl’s 
(Ishmael) mother had died, Ibrahim (Abraham) came after Isma‘Tl’s (Ishmael) 
marriage in order to see his family that he had left before, but he did not find 
Isma‘Tl (Ishmael) there. When he asked Isma‘il’s (Ishmael) wife about him, she 
replied, ‘He has gone in search of our livelihood.’ Then he asked her about their 
way of living and their condition, and she replied, ‘We are living in misery; we 
are living in hardship and destitution,’ complaining to him. He said, ‘When your 
husband returns, convey my salutation to him and tell him to change the threshold 
of the gate (of his house).’ When Isma‘1l (Ishmael) came, he seemed to have felt 
something unusual, so he asked his wife, ‘Has anyone visited you?’ She replied, 
“Yes, an old man of such and such description came and asked me about you and I 
informed him, and he asked about our state of living, and I told him that we were 
living in a hardship and poverty.’ On that Isma‘il (Ishmael) said, ‘Did he advise 
you anything?’ She replied, ‘Yes, he told me to convey his salutation to you and 
to tell you to change the threshold of your gate.’ Isma‘il (Ishmael) said, ‘It was 
my father, and he has ordered me to divorce you. Go back to your family.’ So, 
Isma‘Tl (Ishmael) divorced her and married another woman from amongst them 
(i.e. Jurhum). Then Ibrahim (Abraham) stayed away from them for a period as 
long as Allah wished and called on them again but did not find Isma‘1l (Ishmael). 
So he came to Isma‘il’s (Ishmael) wife and asked her about Isma‘il (Ishmael). 
She said, ‘He has gone in search of our livelihood.’ Ibrahtm (Abraham) asked 
her, ‘How are you getting on?’ asking her about their sustenance and living. She 
replied, ‘We are prosperous and well-off (i.e. we have everything in abundance).’ 
Then she thanked Allah {¢¢<. Ibrahtm (Abraham) said, ‘What kind of food do you 
eat?’ She said, ‘Meat.’ He said, ‘What do you drink?’ She said, ‘Water.’ He said, 
‘O Allah! Bless their meat and water.’” The Prophet isietiji> added, “At that 
time they did not have grain, and if they had grain, he would have also invoked 
Allah to bless it.” The Prophet Acsleij\e added, “If somebody has only these two 
things as his sustenance, his health and disposition will be badly affected, unless 
he lives in Makkah.” The Prophet Acs.ieci{2 added, “Then Ibrahim (Abraham) 
said to Isma‘Tl’s (Ishmael) wife, ‘When your husband comes, give my regards to 
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him and tell him that he should keep firm the threshold of his gate.’ When Isma‘Tl 
(Ishmael) came back, he asked his wife, ‘Did anyone call on you?’ She replied, 
‘Yes, a good-looking old man came to me,’ so she praised him and added. ‘He 
asked about you, and I informed him, and he asked about our livelihood and I told 
him that we were in a good condition.’ Isma‘il (Ishmael) asked her, ‘Did he give 
you any piece of advice?’ She said, ‘Yes, he told me to give his regards to you 
and ordered that you should keep firm the threshold of your gate.’ On that Isma‘Tl 
(Ishmael) said, ‘It was my father, and you are the threshold (of the gate). He has 
ordered me to keep you with me.’ Then Ibrahim (Abraham) stayed away from 
them for a period as long as Allah wished, and called on them afterwards. He saw 
Isma‘1l (Ishmael) under a tree near Zamzam, sharpening his arrows. When he saw 
Ibrahim (Abraham), he rose up to welcome him (and they greeted each other as 
a father does with his son or a son does with his father). Ibrahtm (Abraham) said, 
‘O Isma‘il (Ishmael)! Allah has given me an order.’ Isma‘Tl (Ishmael) said, ‘Do 
what your Lord has ordered you to do.’

And you would have thought them 
awake, whereas they were asleep. 
And We tured them on their right 
and on their left sides, and their dog 
stretching forth his two forelegs at the 
entrance [of the Cave or in the space 
near to the entrance of the Cave (as 

a guard at the gate)]. Had you looked 
at them, you would certainly have 
turned back from them in flight, and 
would certainly have been filled with 
awe of them. 


Likewise, We awakened them (from 
their long deep sleep) that they might 
question one another. A speaker 
from among them said: “How long 
have you stayed (here)?” They said: 
“We have stayed (perhaps) a day 

or part of a day.” They said: “Your 
Lord (Alone) knows best how long 
you have stayed (here). So send one 
of you with this silver coin of yours 
to the town, and let him find out 
which is the good lawful food, and 
bring some of that to you. And let 
him be careful and let no man know 
of you. 


“For, if they come to know of you, 
they will stone you (to death or abuse 
and harm you) or turn you back to 
their religion; and in that case you will 
never be successful”.

And thus We made their case known (to 
the people), that they might know that 
the Promise of Allah is true, and that 
there can be no doubt about the Hour.

(deeds) his hands have sent forth. 
Truly, We have set veils over their 
hearts lest they should understand 
this (the Qur’an), and in their ears, 
deafness.

‘Abbas x<ciis; said, “The enemy of Allah (Nauf) told a lie.” Narrated ‘Ubayy ibn 
Ka‘b that he heard Allah’s Messenger Acs‘cxi{h> saying, “Miisa (Moses) got up to 
deliver a speech before the Children of Israel and he was asked, ‘Who is the most 
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learned person among the people?’ Misa (Moses) replied, ‘I (am the most learned).’ 
Allah admonished him for he did not ascribe knowledge to Allah Alone. So Allah 
revealed to him: ‘At the junction of the two seas there is aslave of Ours who is 
more learned than you.’ Misa (Moses) asked, ‘O my Lord, how can I meet him?’ 
Allah said, ‘Take a fish and put it in a basket and then proceed (set out and where 
you lose the fish, you will find him).’ So Miisa (Moses) (took a fish and put it in 
a basket and) set out, along with his boy-servant Yisha‘ ibn Nin, till they reached 
arock (on which) they both lay their heads and slept. The fish moved vigorously in 
the basket and got out of it and fell into the sea and there it took its way through the 
sea (straight) as in a tunnel. (V.18:61) Allah stopped the current of water on both 
sides of the way created by the fish, and so that way was like a tunnel. When Misa 
(Moses) got up, his companion forgot to tell him about the fish, and so they carried 
on their journey during the rest of the day and the whole night. The next morning 
Misa (Moses) asked his boy-servant ‘Bring us our morning meal; truly, we have 
suffered much fatigue in this, our journey.’ (V.18:62). 

Misa (Moses) did not get tired till he had passed the place which Allah had ordered 
him to seek after. His boy-servant then said to him, ‘Do you remember when we 
betook ourselves to the rock? I indeed forgot the fish; none but Satan made me 
forget to remember it. It took its course into the sea in a strange way.’ (V.18:63). 
There was a tunnel for the fish and for Mitisa (Moses) and his boy-servant there was 
astonishment. Mtisa (Moses) said, ‘That is what we have been seeking’. So they went 
back retracing their footsteps. (V.18:64) They both returned, retracing their steps till 
they reached the rock. Behold! There they found a man covered with a garment. Misa

(Moses) said, ‘Have you killed an innocent person who had killed none! Verily, you 
have committed a thing ‘Nukra’ (a great Munkar - prohibited, evil, dreadful thing)!’ 
(V.18:74) He said, ‘Did I not tell you that you would not be able to have patience 
with me?’ (V.18:75) (The subnarrator said, “The second blame was stronger than the 
first one).

Every Muslim, male or female, is obliged to offer his Salat (prayers) 
regularly five times a day at the specified times; the male in the mosque in 
congregation and as for the female it is better to offer them at home. As the 
Prophet <ics.ieci{> has said: Order your children to perform Salat (prayer) 
at the age of seven and beat them (about it) at the age of ten. The chief 
(of a family, town, tribe, etc.) and the Muslim rulers of a country are held 
responsible before Allah in case of non-fulfilment of this obligation by the 
Muslims under their authority. 

One must offer the Salat (prayers) as the Prophet Acs.cciik used to 
offer them with all their rules and regulations. i.e., standing, bowing, 
prostrating, sitting, etc. As he Acai has said: “Offer your Salat 
(prayers) the way you see me offering them (Hadith No. 352, Vol. 9, 
Sahih Al-Bukhart).” [For the characteristics of the Salat (prayer) of the 
Prophet Acsteaijis see Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol.1, Hadith Nos. 702, 703, 
704, 723, 786 and 787]. 


b) Narrated Abu Hurairah x<éiiz5: The Prophet 2cs(ciijt> said, “No Salat (prayer) 
is heavier (harder) for the hypocrites than the Fajr and the ‘sha prayers, but 
if they knew the reward for these Salat (prayers) at their respective times, 
they would certainly present themselves (in the mosques) even if they had to 
crawl.” The Prophet ics.icci\\2 add, “Certainly, I intended (or was about) to 
order the Mu ’adhdhin (call-maker) to pronounce /gamah and order a man to 
lead the Salat (prayer) and then take a fire flame to burn all those (men along 
with their houses) who had not yet left their houses for the Salat (prayer) (in 
the mosques).”

One of the Children of Israel annoyed him by 
saying, ‘He covers his body in this way only because of some defect in his skin, 
either leprosy or scrotal hernia, or he had some other defect.’ Allah wished to clear 
Misa (Moses) of what they said about him: so one day while Misa (Moses) was in 
seclusion, he took off his clothes and put them on a stone and started taking a bath. 
When he had finished the bath, he moved towards his clothes so as to take them, 
but the stone took his clothes and fled. Misa (Moses) picked up his stick and ran 
after the stone saying, ‘O stone! give me my clothes!’ Till he reached a group 
of Bani Israel who saw him naked then, and found him the best of what Allah 
had created; and Allah cleared him of what they had accused him of. The stone 
stopped there and Misa (Moses) took and put his garment on and started hitting 
the stone with his stick. By Allah, the stone still has some traces of the hitting 
three, four or five marks. This was what Allah ‘<< refers to in His Saying: 

‘O you who believe! Be not like those, who annoyed Misa (Moses), but Allah 
cleared him of that which they alleged and he was honourable before Allah...” 
(V.33:69) (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol.4, Hadith No.616).

(It will be said): “This is because, 
when Allah Alone was invoked (in 
worship) you disbelieved (denied), 
but when partners were joined to Him, 
you believed! So the judgement is 
only with Allah, the Most High, the 
Most Great!” 


It is He Who shows you His Ayat 
(proofs, evidences, lessons, signs, 
revelations, etc.) and sends down 
(rain with which grows) provision for 
you from the sky. And none remem- 
bers but those who turn (to Allah

Thereafter, he employed another 
batch to work for the rest of the day and they worked for the rest of the day till 
the sunset, and they received the wages of the two former batches. So that was 
the example of these people (Muslims) and the example of this light [Islamic 
Monotheism, the Qur’an, the Sunnah (legal ways of the Prophet Acs.e<iji) and 
the guidance which Prophet Muhammad 5.:64j(2 brought] which they have 
accepted willingly.”* (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol. 3, Hadith No. 471) 

The Jews refused to believe in the Message of ‘Isa (Jesus), so all their work 
was annulled; similarly, the Christians refused to accept the Message of 
Muhammad 45622 and thus their work was annulled too. Such people were 
not rewarded, because they refused to have true faith for the rest of their lives 
and died as disbelievers. They should have believed in the latest Message; for 
their insistence on keeping their old religion deprived them of the reward which 
they would have got for their previous good deeds achieved before the advent 
of the new religion. On the other hand, Muslims accepted and believed in all 
the three Messages and deserved a full reward for their complete surrender to 
Allah (Al-Qastalani, Vol. 4, Page 133).

(for themselves).’ Then it will be said to them, ‘For you is what you have seen 
and its equivalent as well.’”

Abrahah Al-Ashram 
was the governor of Yemen on behalf of the king of Ethiopia (as Yemen was 
apart of the Ethiopian kingdom). He (Abrahah) thought to build a house (like 
the Ka ‘bah in Makkah) in San‘a (the capital of Yemen) and call the Arabs to 
perform the pilgrimage there in San‘a instead of the Ka ‘bah (Al-Bait Al-Haram) 
in Makkah, with the intention of diverting the trade and benefits from Makkah to 
Yemen. He presented his idea to the king of Ethiopia who agreed to his idea. So 
the house (church) was built and he named it A/-Qullais; there was no church of 
its like at that time. Then a man from the Quraish tribe of Makkah came there and 
was infuriated by it, so he relieved his nature (stools and urine) in it, soiled its 
walls and went away. When Abrahah Al-Ashram saw that, he could not control 
his anger and raised an army to invade Makkah and demolish the Ka ‘bah. He had

in that army thirteen elephants and amongst them was an elephant called Mahmiid 
which was the biggest of them. So that army proceeded and none amongst the 
Arab tribes that faced them (fought against them) but was killed and defeated, till 
it approached near Makkah. Then there took place negotiations between Abrahah 
Al-Ashram and the chief of Makkah (Abdul Muttalib bin Hashim, the grandfather 
of the Prophet dcssicxi\~), and it was concluded that Abrahah would restore 
the camels of Abdul Muttalib which he had taken away, and then he (Abrahah 
Al-Ashram) would decide himself as regards the Ka ‘bah. Abdul Muttalib ordered 
the men of Makkah to evacuate the city and go to the top of the mountains along 
with their wives and children in case some harm should come to them from the 
invading oppressors. Then that army moved towards Makkah till they reached 
valley Muhassir. While the army was marching towards Makkah, in the middle 
of the valley, suddenly it was overtaken by flocks of birds, flocks after flocks, 
air-raiding that army with small stones slightly bigger than a lentil seed. There 
never fell a stone on a soldier except it dissolved his flesh and burst it into pieces. 
So they perished with a total destruction. Abrahah Al-Ashram fled away while his 
flesh was bursting into pieces till he died on the way (back to Yemen). Such was 
the victory bestowed by Allah, (the All-Majestic, All-Powerful) to the people of 
Makkah and such was the protection provided by Him for His House (Ka ‘bah in 
Makkah). (See Tafsir [bn Kathir, Siirat Al-Fil)

‘Abd (a\) A male slave, a slave of Allah. 

‘Ad (s\c) An ancient tribe that lived after Nth (Noah). It was prosperous, 
but disobedient to Allah, so Allah destroyed it with a violent 
destructive westerly wind. 

Adhan (olSN\) The call to Salat (prayer) pronounced loudly to indicate 
that the time of praying is due. And it is as follows: Allahu 
Akbar, Allahu-Akbar; Allahu-Akbar, Allahu-Akbar; Ash-hadu an 
la ilaha illallah, Ash-hadu an Ia ilaha illallah; Ash-hadu anna 
Muhammadan Rasil-Ullah, Ash-hadu anna Muhammadan Rasil- 
Ullah; Haiya ‘alas-sala(h), Haiya ‘alas-Sala(h); Haiya ‘alal- 
Falah, Haiya ‘alal-Falah; Allahu-Akbar, Allahu-Akbar; La ilaha 
illallah. (See Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol.1, Page 334). 

Ahkam (eS) “legal status”. According to Islamic law, there are five 
kinds of ahkam: 

1. Compulsory (Wajib 13) 

2. Desirable but not compulsory (Mustahabb Txxs)\) 
3. Forbidden (Muharram ¢>\\) 

4. Disliked but not forbidden (Makriih «, S31) 

5. Lawful and allowed (Halal 3¥-3\) 

Al-Ahzab (\;>NI) The Confederates. The term is used for the disbelievers of 
Quraish and the Jews residing at Al-Madtnah and some other Arab 
tribes who invaded the Muslims of Al-Madinah but were forced to 
withdraw. 

‘Ajwah (320!) A kind of date. 

‘Alim (J!) A knowledgeable person or a religious scholar in Islam. 

Allahu-Akbar (Si as!) Allah is the Most Great. 

*Amah (\\) A female slave.

(&LA\) The trust or the moral responsibility or honesty, and all the 
duties which Allah has ordained.

(ge) O Allah, accept our invocation. 


Ansar 


(Gua!) The Companions of the Prophet Acsaieij~ from the 
inhabitants of Al-Madinah, who embraced Islam and supported 
it and who received and entertained the Muslim emigrants from 
Makkah and other places. 
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AI-‘Aqiq (gsi25)) A valley in Al-Madinah about seven kilometers west of Al- 
Madinah. 

‘Aqiqah (44,40!) It is the sacrificing of one or two sheep on the occasion 
of the birth of a child as a token of gratitude to Allah. (See Sahih 
Al-Bukhari, The Book of ‘Agigah, Vol. 7, Page No. 272). 

‘Aqra Halqa (a> cic) It is an exclamatory expression. It expresses disapproval. 

‘Arafah (day of) (a,c) The ninth day of the month of Dhul-Hijjah, on which the 
pilgrims stay in the ‘Arafat plain till sunset. 

‘Arafat (ou,¢) A famous place of pilgrimage on the southeast of Makkah 
about twenty-five kilometers from it. 

Arak (a,\\) A tree from which Siwdk 4\,.. (toothbrush) is made. 

Al-Arba‘ah (4,9!) The four compilers of Ahadith — Abu Dawid, Nasa’i, 
Tirmidht, Ibn Majah. 

*Arsh (4M) Compensation given in case of someone’s injury caused by 
another person. 

‘Asabah (4,205!) All male relatives of adeceased person from the father’s 
side. 

Ashab As-Suffah (Auall Gees!) They were about eighty or more men who used to 


stay and have religious teachings in the Prophet’s mosque in Al- 
Madinah, and they were very poor people. 


Ashab As-Sunan 


(ged! Gleei) The compilers of the prophetic Ahadith on Islamic 
jurisprudence. 


‘Ashiira’ (clygtl!) The 10" of the month of Muharram (the first month in the 
Islamic calendar). 

‘Asr (25!) Afternoon, ‘Asr prayer time. 

‘Aurah (sys!) That part of the body which is illegal to expose to others. 

Awsuq (gl) Plural of Wasq, which is a measure equal to 60 Sa‘ = 135 
kgms. (approx). It may be less or more. 

Ayat (VI) Proofs, evidences, verses, lessons, signs, revelations,etc. 

Ayat-ul-Kurst (+ »S0\ 41) Qur’anic Verse No. 255 of Siirat Al-Baqarah. 


Ayyam At-Tashriq 


(Ge p2sI etl) It is aterm used for the eleventh, twelfth and thirteenth 
of Dhul-Hijjah.

Bint Makhad (oles ex) One-year-old she-camel.

(g\,) An animal bigger than a donkey and smaller than a horse on 
which the Prophet <cs.ici\ went for the Mi‘raj. (The Ascent of 
the Prophet icscsij to the heavens). 


Dayyan 


(ob!) Allah; it literally means the One Who judges people from 
their deeds after calling them to account. 


Dajjal 


Dhat-‘Irq 


Dhat-un- Nitagqain 


(Js!) Pseudo Messiah (Al-Masih-ad-Dajjal) or Antichrist. 
Literally a liar, quack, deceiver. (See the footnote of V.6:158 the 
Qur’an and also Hadith No.649 and 650, Vol.4, Sahih Al-Bukhari). 


(3,2 els) Migat for the pilgrims coming from Iraq. 


(gale! ols) Asma’, the daughter of Abii Bakr “cai. It literally 
means a woman with two belts. She was named so by the Prophet 


doses.

Dhimmi 


(ele) Y\ 555) Relatives on the maternal side. 


(23!) Anon-Muslim living under the protection of an Islamic 
government. 


Dhii-Mahram 


(¢,2% 93) A man, whom a woman can never marry because of close 
relationship (e.g. a brother, a father, an uncle); or her own husband. 


Dhul-Fara’id (251,4|,3) Those persons whose share of inheritance is described 
in the Qur’4n are called Dhiil-Fara’id and the rest are ‘Asabah 
(Apasl). 

Dhul-Hijjah (45J1,3) The twelfth month in the Islamic calendar. 

Dhul-Hulaifah (ZaoJ| 53) The Migat of the people of Al-Madinah now called 
’Abyar ‘Alt.

(G5 63) It is one of the valleys (districts) of Makkah and there is 
a well-known well in it. In the lifetime of the Prophet dcs.ccaiie 
Makkah was asmall city and this well was outside its precincts. 
Nowadays Makkah is alarger city and the well is within its 
boundaries. 


Dibaj 


(cel) Pure silk. 


Dinar 


GweJ!) An ancient gold coin. 
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Dirham (wl) A silver coin weighing 50 grains of barley with cut ends. It 
is equal to 1/12 of one Ugiyyah of gold in value. 

Diyah (4.J!) (Plural: Divat) Blood money (for wounds, killing, etc.), as 
compensation paid by the killer to the relatives of the victim (in 
unintentional cases). 

Duha (_e~all) Forenoon. 

Fadak (43) A town near Al-Madinah. 

Fahish (¢>w!) One who talks evil. 

Fai’ (ai!) War booty gained without fighting. 

Fajr (=4)!) Dawn or early morning before sunrise, or morning Salat 
(prayer). 

Faqith (a,aa)1) A learned man who can give religious verdicts. 

Fara’id (.2/\,)\) Share fixed for the relatives of a deceased. Such shares are 
prescribed in the Qur’an (1/2, 1/4, 1/3, 1/6, 1/8, 2/3). (V.4:11, 12, 176) 

Fard ‘Ain (45) (28) It is an individual duty — an obligation essentially to be 
performed by each individual. 

Fard Kifayah (GUS) (23) It is acollective duty — an obligation which, if 
performed by one person, suffices for the rest; as it does not have 
to be performed essentially by all. 

Faridah (4,2!) (Plural: Fara id) An enjoined duty. 

Fatat (sal!) A female slave or a young lady. 

Al-Fatihah (Z>s\)\) The first Sirah in the Qur’an. 

Fidyah (4:.4)|) Compensation for a missed or wrongly practised religious 
obligation (like in Hajj), usually in the form of money or foodstuff 
or offering (animal by slaughtering it). 

Figh (aza}l) Islamic jurisprudence. 

Al-Firdaus (<+32,4!) The middle and the highest part of Paradise. 

Fitnah (4za)\) (Plural: Fitan) Trials, persecution, confusion in the religion, 
conflicts and strifes among the Muslims. 

Ghairah (3,9!) This word covers awide meaning: jealousy as regards 
women, and also it is a feeling of great fury and anger when one’s 
honour and prestige is injured or challenged. 

Ghazi (S345!) A Muslim fighter returning after participation in Jihad 


(Islamic holy fighting). 
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Ghazwah (33501) (Plural: Ghazawdt). A holy battle or fighting in the Cause 
of Allah consisting of a large army unit with the Prophet ics.cccaiiic 
himself leading the army. 

Ghazwat-ul-Khandag — (3.33\3,,) The name of a battle between the early Muslims and 
the infidels in which the Muslims dug a Khandag (trench) round 
Al-Madinah to prevent any advance by the enemies. 

Ghulil (J,4ss\) Stealing from the war booty before its distribution. 

Ghuraf (3,41) Special abodes. 


Al-Ghurr-ul-Muhajjalin 


(Osler! a!) A name that will be given on the Day of Resurrection 
to the Muslims because the parts of their bodies which they used to 
wash in ablution will shine then. 


Ghusl 


(jus!) A ceremonial bath. This is necessary for one who is Junub, 
and also on other occasions. This expression ‘taking a bath’ is 
used in this book with the special meaning of Ghus/ mentioned 
here. 


Habal-ul-Habala 


(Lod! je) There were two forms of this trade called Habal- 
ul-Habalah. The example of the first form is that to buy an 
offspring of an animal which itself is yet to be born by making the 
payment in advance. Second form is to sell an animal on condition 
to have the offspring of the sold animal. Both forms of this kind of 
transaction are prohibited. 


Al-Hadath Al-Akbar (S54 ess!) State of uncleanliness because of sexual discharge. 

Al-Hadath Al-Asghar (x2 &s>\) Passing wind or urine or answering the call of nature. 

Hadith (ysl) (Plural: Ahddith e.:\-\) The sayings, deeds and approvals 
accurately narrated from the Prophet cscs. 

Hady (sag!) An animal (a camel, acow, asheep or a goat) offered as 
a sacrifice by the pilgrims. 

Hajj (qs!) Pilgrimage to Makkah.

(2L8y @) In it apilgrim enters in the state of /hram with the 
intention of performing Hajj only. 


(ol a e) In it apilgrim enters in the state of /hradm with the 
intention of performing ‘Umrah and Hajj together.

Cans! ges!) Hajj accepted by Allah for being perfectly performed 
according to the Prophet’s Sunnah and with legally earned money.

GSM eu!) The day of Nahr (i.e the 10" of Dhul-Hijjah). 


Al-Hajj-al-Asghar 


(20M ged!) ‘Umrah.

(ele) Init a pilgrim enters in the state of /ram with the intention 
of performing ‘Umrah and then after performing Tawdf and Sa'‘y, 
he comes out of his /iram. With the commencement of Hajj days, 
he enters in the state of /hram again and performs Hajj. 


Hajjat-ul-Wada‘ 


(g\os\ a>) The last Hajj of the Prophet icsicdi\s, the year before 
he died. 


Halal (Sd63\) Lawful. 

Hanif (Aged!) Pure Islamic Monotheism (worshipping Allah Alone and 
nothing else). 

Haram (¢,24|) Sanctuaries of Makkah and Al-Madinah. 

Haram (¢\,>3\) Unlawful, forbidden and punishable from the viewpoint 
of religion. 

Harbah (4 23!) A short spear. 

Harj (<4!) Killing. 

Harrah (3,3!) A well-known rocky place in Al-Madinah covered with 
black stones. 

Al-Hariiriyyah (49,20!) A special unorthodox religious sect. 

Al-Hasba’ (sLuaodi) A place outside Makkah where pilgrims go after finishing 
all the ceremonies of Hajj. 

Hawalah (4\,>5\) The transference of a debt from one person to another. It is 
an agreement whereby a debtor is released from a debt by another 
becoming responsible for it. 

Hawazin (o5\2) A tribe of Quraish. 

Haya’ (ste!) This term covers a large number of concepts. It may mean 
‘modesty’, ‘self-respect’, ‘bashfulness’, ‘honour’, etc. Hayd’ is 
of two kinds: good and bad; the good Haya’ is to be ashamed to 
commit acrime or athing which Allah jc and His Messenger 
Acs have forbidden, and bad Haya’ is to be ashamed to do 
athing, which Allah and His Messenger <s.i¢:i{(2 ordered to do. 
(See Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol. 1, Hadith No.8). 

Hibah (&)l) It means to present something to someone as a gift for Allah’s 
sake. 

Al-Hidanah (%La>J!) The nursing and caretaking of children. 

Hijab (GleeJ!) A long dress prescribed for Muslim women to cover their 
whole body from head to feet. 

Al-Hijr (225!) The unroofed portion of the Ka‘bah which at present is in 


the form of a compound towards the north of the Ka‘bah. 
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Hijrah (3,4!) Literally it means ‘migration’. This term is used for: (i) the 
migration of Muslims from an enemy land to asecure place for 
religious causes, (ii) the first Muslims migration from Makkah to 
Abyssinia (Ethiopia) and later to Al-Madinah, (1ii) the Prophet’s 
migration journey from Makkah to Al-Madinah, and (iv) the 
Islamic calendar year which started from the Prophet’s migration 
journey from Makkah to Al-Madinah. 

Hilab (2) A kind of scent. 

Hima (ul) A private pasture. 

Himyan (ols) A kind of belt, part of which serves as a purse to keep money 
in it. 

Hinna’ (ste!) (Henna) A kind of plant used for dyeing hair, etc. 

Hiqqah (4a>3\) A three-year-old she-camel. 

Hira’ (s+) A well-known cave in a mountain near Makkah. 

Hubal (4+) The name of an idol in the Ka‘bah in the Pre-Islamic Period of 
Ignorance. 

Hubla (bel) A kind of desert tree. 

Huda’ (class!) Chanting of camel-drivers keeping time of camel’s walk. 

Al-Hudaibiyah (Aged!) A well-known place about 16 kilometers from Makkah on 
the way to Jeddah. At this place a treaty was made in 6 H. between 
the Prophet <cs.¢4j¢ and the Quraish who stopped him and his 
Companions from performing ‘Umrah. 

Hudid (s;4e5\) (Plural of Hadd) Allah’s boundary limits for Halal (lawful) 
and Haram (unlawful). 

Hujrah (3,253!) Courtyard or a room. 

Hukm (-<=e!) A judgement of legal decision (especially of Allah). 

Hums (>) The tribe of Quraish, their offspring and their allies were 
called Hums. This word implies enthusiasm and strictness. The 
Hums used to say, “We are the people of Allah and we shall not 
go out of the sanctuary of Makkah.” They thought themselves 
superior to the other people. 

Hunain (s+) A valley between Makkah and Ta’if where the battle took 
place between the Prophet <s.:&ij{ and Quraish pagans. 

Hair (>!) Very fair females created by Allah as such not from the 


offspring of Adam, with intense black irises of their eyes and 
intense white scleras. [For details see the book Hadi Al-Arwah by 
Ibn Al-Qaiyim, Chapter 54, Page 147]. 
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‘Id-al-Adha 


(22! 4) The four days’ festival of Muslims starting on the tenth 
day of Dhul-Hijjah (month). 


‘Td-al-Fitr 


(28)! uc) The three days’ festival of Muslims starting from the first 
day of Shawwal, the month that follows Ramadan. Fitr literally 
means ‘breaking the Saum (fast).’ Muslims observe Saum (fast) 
the whole of Ramadan, the ninth month of the Islamic calendar and 
when Shawwal comes, they break their Sawm (fast). 


‘Iddah 


(sas5!) Allah’s prescribed waiting period for a woman after divorce 
or death of her husband, after the expiry of which she can remarry 
another person. (See the Qur’an, Sirah 65). 


Idhkhir 


(45)\) It is a kind of grass which is used in the process of melting 
of the metals. The same is laid down on the roofs and floors of 
houses, and is also used in spreading in the graves. 


Iftar 


(l23y1) The opposite of Saum (fasting), (breaking the fast). 


Al-Ihdad 


(s|a+¥1) Mourning for a deceased husband. 


Thram 


Ihsan 


(e\.=y\) A state in which one is prohibited to practise certain deeds 
that are lawful at other times. The duties of ‘Umrah and Hajj are 
performed during such state. When one assumes this state, the 
first thing one should do is to express mentally and orally one’s 
intention to assume this state for the purpose of performing Hajj or 
‘Umrah. Then Talbiyah is recited, two sheets of unstitched clothes 
are the only clothes one wears, (1) /zar: worn below one’s waist; 
and the other (2) Rida’: worn round the upper part of the body. 


(oL.eN|) The highest level of deeds and worship, (perfection i.e. 
when you worship Allah or do deeds, consider yourself as if you 
see Him and if you cannot achieve this feeling or attitude, then you 
must bear in mind that He sees you). 


AI-Ihtiba’ 


(sLeV\) A sitting posture, putting one’s arms around one’s legs 
while sitting on the hips. 


Mla’ 


(2LY\) The oath taken by a husband that he would not approach his 
wife for a certain period. 


Tliya 


(LL) Jerusalem. 


Imam 


(¢LY!) The person who leads others in the Sa/at (prayer) or the 
Muslim caliph (or ruler). 


Iman 


(oly!) Faith, Belief. 


‘Inah 


(4.25\) A kind of transaction. One form of it is that if a person asks 
someone to lend him acertain amount of money, he refuses the 
money in cash, but instead offers him an article at a higher price 
than his demand of the required money, and later on buys the same 
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article from him at a less price, i.e. equal to the money he wants. 
In this way he makes him indebted for the difference. It shows that 
two things are the causes of Muslim disgrace — one is giving up 
of Jihad and the second is fraud and swindling. 


Igqamah 


(a\8y!) The wording of Adhdn is reduced so that the wording that is 
repeated twice in the Adhdn is said once in /gamah, except the last 
phrase of A//ahu Akbar, and the prayer is offered immediately after 
the Igamah. 


Iqamat-as-Salat 


(sdLall 4l8!) The performing of As-Saldt (the prayers). This is not 
understood by many Muslims. It means: 

(A) Every Muslim, male or female, is obliged to offer his Salat 
(prayers) regularly five times a day at the specified times; the male 
in the mosque in congregation and as for the female, it is better to 
offer them at home. As the Prophet 4<s.:{<i< has said: “Order your 
children to offer Salat (prayers) at the age of seven and beat them 
(about it) at the age of ten”. The chief (of a family, town, tribe, 
etc.) and the Muslim ruler of a country are held responsible before 
Allah in case of non-fulfillment of this obligation by the Muslims 
under his authority. 


(B) To perform the Sa/dt (prayer) in away just as Prophet 
Muhammad 4cs.:ii2 used to perform it with all its rules and 
regulations, i.e. standing, bowing, prostrating, sitting, etc. as he 
Acs has said: “Perform your Salat (prayer) the way you 
see me performing it. [Original Sahih Al-Bukhari Vol.9 Hadith 
No.352] Please see Ahddith Nos. 702, 703, 704, 723, 786, 787 
Vol. 1, Sahih Al-Bukhari for the Prophet’s way of offering Salat 
(prayer), in the Book of Characteristics of the Sa/dt (prayer) and 
that the Salat (prayer) begins with Takbir (Allahu-Akbar) with the 
recitation of Siirat Al-Fatihah etc. along with its various postures, 
standing, bowing, prostrations, sitting, etc. and it ends with Zas/im. 


‘Isha’ (sea!) Late evening Saldt (prayer). Its time starts about one and 
a half hour after sunset, till the middle of the night. 

Istabraq (3,24!) Thick Diba (pure silk cloth). 

Istihadah (Aob-x.Y\) Any bleeding from the womb of a woman in between her 
normal periods. (See Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol. 1, Hadith No. 303 and 
Chapter No. 10, Page No. 183). 

Istikharah (sx!) A Salat (prayer) consisting of two Rak ‘ah in which the 


praying person appeals to Allah to guide him on the right way, 
regarding acertain matter he wants to undertake. (See Hadith No. 
263, Vol. 2, Hadith No.391, Vol. 8, Hadith No. 487, Vol. 9, Sahih 
Al-Bukhari).

Istisqa’ (xu) A Salat (prayer) consisting of two Rak ‘ah, invoking Allah 
for rain in seasons of drought. 

Itikaf (l&cXl) Seclusion in amosque for the purpose of worshipping 
Allah only. The one in such a state should not have sexual relations 
with his wife, and one is not allowed to leave the mosque except for 
avery short period, and that is only for very urgent necessity, e.g. 
answering the call of nature or joining a funeral procession, etc. 

Izar (by!) A sheet worn below the waist to cover the lower-half of the 
body. 

Jadha‘ah (4¢353\) A four-year-old she-camel. 

Jahannam (+) Hell-fire. 

Jahiliyyah ({eJ!) (1) Ignorance belonging to the period before the advent 


of the Prophet <cs.iei{2. (ii) Un-Islamic practices which either 
existed or were inherited from the era before the advent of the 
Prophet scsiecaie. 


Jalsat-ul- Istirahah 


(a>\ 2.5! XJ) The brief sitting between rising up from a prostration 
position to the standing position in a prayer. 


Jam‘ 


(qz\) Al-Muzdalifah, a well-known place near Makkah. 


Jamrah 


(3.25!) A small stone-built pillar in a walled place. There are three 
Jamrahs situated at Mina. One of the ceremonies of Hajj is to 
throw pebbles at these Jamrahs on the four days of ‘/d-al-Adha at 
Mina. 


Jamrat-al-‘Aqabah 


(Xaa13 .>) One of the three stone-built pillars situated at Mina. It is 
situated at the entrance of Mina from the direction of Makkah. 


Janabah 


(&leJ\) The state of aperson after having sexual intercourse 
with his wife or after having asexual discharge in a wet dream. 
A person in such a state should perform Ghus/ (i.e. have a bath) or 
do Tayammum, if a bath is not possible. 


Janazah 


(s5leed\) (Plural: Jana ‘iz ;s>5\) Funeral. 


Jannah 


(&:J|) Paradise. 


Al-Ji‘ranah 


(%\,22J!) A place few kilometers from Makkah. The Prophet 
Acs.ieS\~ distributed the war booty of the battle of Hunain there, 
and from there he assumed the state of Jhram to perform ‘Umrah. 


Jihad 


(sed!) Holy fighting in the Cause of Allah or any other kind of 
effort to make Allah’s Word (i.e. Islam) superior. Jihdd 1s regarded 
as one of the fundamentals of Islam. See the footnote of (V.2:190), 
The Noble Qur’an. 


Jimar 


(bed!) Plural of Jamrah. 
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Jinn (gz!) A creation, created by Allah from fire, like human beings 
from dust, and angels from light. 

Jizyah (4525!) Head tax imposed by Islam on all non-Muslims living 
under the protection of an Islamic government. [See Sahih 
Al-Bukhdari, Vol. 4, Page Nos. 251, Chapter 21, and Ahddith No. 
384, 385 and 386.] 

Al-Juhfah (Aa>2J\) The Migat of the people of Sham. 

Jumu ‘ah (duced!) Friday. 

Junub (Weed!) A person who is in a state of Jandbah. 

Jurhum (=) Name of an Arab tribe. 

Ka‘bah (42S0\) A square stone building in A/-Masjid-al-Hardm (the great 
mosque at Makkah) towards which all Muslims face in Salat 
(prayer). 

Kafalah (US) The pledge given by somebody to acreditor to guarantee 
that the debtor will be present at a certain specific place to pay his 
debt or fine, or to undergo a punishment, etc. 

Kaffarah (s,4S0\) Making atonement for uttering or committing an unlawful 
thing in Islam. 

Kafir (31S) (Plural: Kuffar ,uSs\). The one who disbelieves in Allah, His 
Messengers, all the angels, all the holy Books, Day of Resurrection 
and in the A/-Oadar (Divine Preordainments). 

Kanz (St!) Hoarded up gold, silver and money, the Zakat of which has 
not been paid. (See the Qur‘an V. 9:34). 

Katm (=) A plant used for dyeing hair. 

Kauthar (3,5) See Al-Kauthar. 

Al-Kauthar (3,0) A river in Paradise (see the Qur’an, Sirah No.108). 

Khaibar (+) An oasis and date-growing village, about 100 kilometers 
from Al-Madinah. During the Prophet’s time, it was inhabited by 
a Jewish tribe called Banu Nadir. It was conquered by the Muslims 
m5", 

Khalifah (dade!) (Plural: Khulafa’ -\isJ\ Caliph, a successor, an Islamic term 
used for the first four rulers after the death of the Prophet Acsccaije. 

Khalil (JJ!) The one whose love is mixed with one’s heart and it is 
superior to a friend or beloved. The Prophet <s.:6:4)\< had only one 
Khalil, i.e. Allah, but he had many friends. 

Khamigah (Zaps!) A black woollen square blanket with marks on it. 
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Khamr (21) Wine, Alcohol, intoxicant, etc. 

Al-Khamsah (i..2J!) The five compilers of Ahddith — Abu Dawid, Nasa’, 
Tirmidhi, Ibn Majah and Ahmad. 

Kharaj (cL 4s!) Zakat imposed on the yield of the land (1/10" or 1/20"). 

Khawarij (q\4s!) The people who dissented from the religion and disagreed 


with the rest of the Muslims. 


Khazir or Khazirah 


(3,233! «p33J!) A special type of dish prepared from barley-flour, 
meat-soup, fat, etc. 


Khilafah (46d) (i) Succession. (11) Islamic leadership. 

Khimar (sd!) A piece of cloth with which a woman covers her head and 
neck area. 

Khuff (43!) Leather socks. 

Khul‘ (dss!) A kind of divorce in which a wife seeks divorce from her 
husband by giving him a certain compensation, or returning the 
Mahr which he gave her. 

Khumrah (3.55!) A small mat just sufficient for the face and the hands [on 
prostrating during Salat (prayers)]. 

Khumus (Jl) One-fifth of war booty given in Allah’s Cause (The Qur’an, 
V.8:41). 

Khushi‘ (¢ 523d!) Humility before Allah. 

Khusaf (45.8!) Lunar eclipse. 

Khutbah (4,4!) Religious talk (sermon). 


Khutbat-un- Nikah 


(c\Sdl 445) A speech delivered at the time of concluding the 
marriage contract. 


Khuza‘ah 


(41,5) Banu Khuza‘ah, an Arabian tribe. 


Kiifah (% SU!) A town in ‘Iraq. 

Kufr (2s) It is basically disbelief in any of the articles of Islamic Faith 
and they are: to believe in Allah (God), His angels, His Messengers, 
His revealed Books, the Day of Resurrection, and 4/-Qadar (i.e. 
Divine Preordainments, whatever Allah has ordained must come to 
pass). 

Kuhl (je!) Antimony eye powder. 

Kunyah (&:S0|) Calling a man, ‘O father of so-and-so!’ or calling a woman, 
“O mother of so-and-so!’ This is a custom of the Arabs. 

Kusif (4.3!) Solar eclipse. 
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Lé ilaha illallah 


(al YJ IN) None has the right to be worshipped but Allah. 


Labbaika wa sa‘daika 


(chssuy J) Lrespond to your call and Iam obedient to your orders. 


Lailat-ul-Qadr 


(sa) J) One of the odd last ten nights of the month of Saum 
(fasting) (i.e. Ramadan), Allah ‘se describes it as better than one 
thousand months, and the one who worships Allah during it by 
performing optional prayers and reciting the Noble Qur’4n, etc., 
will get areward better than that of worshipping Him for one 
thousand months (i.e. 83 years and four months).[See the Qur’an 
Strat 97 (VV.97: 1-5)]. (See Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol. 3, Hadith No. 
231 and Chapter No.2). 


Lat & ‘Uzza 


(S351, 250!) Well-known idols in Hijaz which used to be worshipped 
during the Pre-Islamic Period of Ignorance. 


Li‘an (ol!) An oath which is taken by both the wife and the husband 
when the husband accuses his wife of committing illegal sexual 
intercourse.

Well-known city in Saudi Arabia, where the Prophet’s 
mosque is situated. It was formerly called Yathrib. 

Maghdafir (J!) A bad smelling gum. 

Al-Maghdazi (j;leJ|) Plural of Maghza, i.e. holy battle; or the place where the 
battle took place; or the deeds and virtues of Ghazi (fighters in 
Allah’s Cause). 

Maghrib (C,sJ!) Sunset, evening Salat (prayer). 

Mahr (,¢J!) Bridal money given by the husband to the wife at the time of 
matriage. 

Mahram (a!) See Dhu-Mahram. 

Makrith (3 XJ!) Not approved of, undesirable from the point of view of 
religion, although not punishable. 

Mamilik (3.5!) A male slave. 


Manasik Al-Hajj wal-‘Umrah (3 ,.5\; cal sui.) Acts connected with Hajj like [hram; Tawaf 


of the Ka‘bah and Sa ‘vy of As-Safa and Al-Marwah; stay at ‘Arafat, 
Muzdalifah and Mina; Ramy (throwing pebbles) of Jamarat; 
slaughtering of Hady (animal), etc. For details, see The Book of 
Hajj and ‘Umrah, Sahih Al-Bukhdari, Vol.2-3. 
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Manihah 


(420!) (Plural: Mand ih asl) A sort of gift in the form of a she- 
camel or a sheep which is given to somebody temporarily so that 
its milk may be used and then the animal is returned to its owner. 


Magam Ibrahim 


(-2\,! ele) The stone on which Ibrahim (Abraham) sci stood 
while he and Isma‘il (Ishmael) sake were building the Ka‘bah. 


Maqam-Mahmid 


(spo)! eet!) The highest place in Paradise, which will be granted to 
Prophet Muhammad 4<s.:4ji< and none else. (See Hadith No. 242, 
Vol.6, Sahih Al-Bukhari). 


Al-Marwah 


(s,s!) A mountain in Makkah, neighbouring 4/-Masjid-al-Haram. 


Al-Mash‘ar- Al-Haram 


(el aS\_-te)!) See Muzdalifah. 


Al-Masth-ad- Dajjal 


(Sead! eal) Pseudo Messiah or Antichrist (see the footnote of 
V.6:158 the Qur’an and also Hadith No.649 and 650, Vol.4, Sahih 
Al-Bukhari). 


Al-Masjid-al-Haram (pL adl apna!) The most Sacred Mosque in Makkah. The Ka‘bah is 
situated in it. 

Al-Masjid-al-Aqsa@ (p28 1!) The most sacred mosque in Jerusalem. 

Mathani (ses!) Oft repeated Verses of the Qur’an, and that is Sarat 
Al-FGtihah, recited repeatedly in the Salat (prayer). 

Matras (~~) A Persian word meaning “don’t be afraid.” 

Maula (4;J!) It has many meanings. Some are: amanumitted slave, or 
a patron, protector, supporter, or master or the Rabb [Lord (Allah)]. 

Maulaya (sYy) My lord, my master (an expression used when aslave 
addresses his master) (also used for a freed slave). 

Maugiidhah (s3,35J!) An animal beaten to death with a stick, a stone or the like 
without proper slaughtering. 

Mawalt (J\ge!) Non-Arabs and originally former slaves. 

Mayathir (34!) Silk cushions. 

Mi‘raj (clas!) The Ascent of the Prophet :ssiciii> to the heavens (by soul 
and body). (See Hadith No. 345, Vol. 1, Hadith No. 429, Vol.4 and 
Hadith No.227,Vol 5, Sahih Al-Bukhari). [Also see (V.53:12) the 
Qur’an] 

Mihjan (gze-!) A walking stick with a bent handle. 

Mijanna (Se!) A place at Makkah. 

Mina (~)A pilgrimage place outside Makkah on the road to ‘Arafat. It is 


eight kilometers away from Makkah and about sixteen kilometers 
from ‘Arafat. 
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Migat (oJ!) (Plural: Mawaqit -3\,.)\) One of the several places specified 
by the Prophet cs. for the people to assume /hram at, on their 
way to Makkah, when intending to perform Hajj or ‘Umrah. 

Miswak (3\,.J!) A toothbrush made of Arak-tree roots. 

Mithgal (Jl!) A special kind of weight (equals 42/7 grams approx., used 
for weighing gold). It may be less or more. [20 Mithqdal = 94 grams 
approx. ] 

Mu‘arras (+5!) A place nearer to Mina than Ash-Shajarah. 

Mu ‘awwidhat (oldgaJl) Le. Siirat Al-Falag (113) and Sirat An-Ndas (114). [The 
Qur’an]. 

Mu ‘takif (4Sca.5!) One who is in a state of /‘tikaf: 

Mu’adhdhin (033!) A call-maker who pronounces the Adhdn loudly - calling

(G,1a)| 4a)56) New Muslims who were given Sadaqah by the Prophet 
Asse to keep them firm in the fold of Islam. 


Mubashshirat (ol z.J!) Glad tidings. [See the footnote of (V. 10:64, Sahih 
Al-Bukhari, Vol. 9, Hadith No. 119]. 

Miubiqat (cle, .5!) Great destructive sins. 

Mudabbar (+J!) A slave who is promised by his master to be manumitted 
after the latter’s death. 

Mudd (aJ!) A measure of two-thirds of a kilogram (approx.) It may be 
less or more. 

Mufassal or Mufassalat (2 Lai3\«jeis!) The Sirahs starting from Qdf to the end of the 
Noble Qur’an (i.e. from No. 50 to the end of the Qur’4n, No. 114). 

Muhajir (>!) Anyone of the early Muslims who had migrated from any 
place to Al-Madinah in the lifetime of the Prophet Acs.ii< before 
the conquest of Makkah and also the one who emigrates for the 
sake of Allah and Islam and also the one who quits all those things 
which Allah has forbidden. 

Muhdagalah (4s!) It is selling unharvested grain in the field with already 
harvested grain like wheat. 

Muharram (¢,>4)\) The first month of the Islamic calendar. 

Al-Muhassab (KxarJ!) A valley outside Makkah sometimes called Khaif Bani 
Kinanah. 

Muhkam (<=>) Qur’anic Verses the contents of which are not abrogated. 
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Muhrim (¢,>4)) One who assumes the state of /hram for the purpose of 
performing the Hajj or ‘Umrah. 

Muhrimah (as ,>J!) A female in the state of Jhram. 

Muhsar (,25!) A Muhrim who intends to perform the Hajj or ‘Umrah but 
cannot because of some obstacle. 

Mujahid (sated!) (Plural: Mujahidiin) A Muslim fighter in Jihad. 

Mujazziz (532!) A Oa ‘if: a learned man who reads the foot and hand marks. 

Mujtahidin (O;4¢!) Independent religious scholars who do not follow 
religious opinions except with proof from the Qur’an and the 
Prophet’s Sunnah. 

Mukatab (CstSJ|) A slave (male or female) who makes an agreement with 
the master to pay a certain ransom for his (or her) freedom. 

Mukhadram (¢-2eJ!) (Plural: Mukhadramun) A person who became a Muslim 
during the Prophet’s lifetime but did not see him. 

Mula‘anah (&eSLJ|) The act of performing Li ‘an. 

Mulhidiin (O;4LJ!) Heretics. 

Musalla (_beJ\) A praying place. 

Mushrikiin (0,525!) Polytheists, pagans, idolaters and disbelievers in the 
Oneness of Allah and His Messenger Muhammad ics.xecije. 

Mustahadah (Zo!) A woman who has bleeding from the womb in between 
her normal periods. 

Mut‘ah (aaxJ|) A temporary marriage which was allowed in the early period 
of Islam when one was away from his home, but later on it was 
cancelled (abrogated). 

Mutafahhish (¢2vx.5!) A person who conveys evil talk. 

Mutashabihat (olglesJ!) Qur’anic Verses which are not clear and are difficult to 


understand. 


Muttafaq ‘Alaih 


(ade gas) Meaning ‘Agreed upon’. The term is used for such 
Ahddith which are found in both the collections of Ahddith: 
Bukhari and Muslim. 


Muttagiin 


(osiJ|) the pious believers of Islamic Monotheism who fear Allah 
much (abstain from all kinds of sins and evil deeds which He has 
forbidden) and love Allah much (perform all kinds of good deeds 
which He has ordained). 


Muwatta’ 


(4,51) A Hadith book compiled by Imam Malik ibn Anas, one of 
the four Figh Imams. 
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Muzabanah 


(%\;5!) The sale of fresh dates for dried dates by measure, and the 
sale of fresh grapes for dried grapes by measure. In both cases the 
dried fruits are measured while the fresh ones are only estimated as 
they are still on the trees. 


Muzdalifah 


(aaJo;J1) A place between ‘Arafat and Mina where the pilgrims 
while returning from ‘Arafat, have to stop and stay for the whole 
night or greater part of it (the night), between the ninth and tenth 
of Dhul-Hijjah and to perform the Maghrib and ‘Isha’ prayers 
(together) there. 


Nahr 


(>|) (Literal: slaughtering of the camels only and is done by 
cutting the carotid artery at the root of the neck); the day of Nahr 
is the tenth of Dhul-Hijjah on which pilgrims slaughter their 
sacrificial animals.

An-Najsh 


(te!) A trick (of offering a very high price) for something without 
the intention of buying it but just to allure and cheat somebody 
else who really wants to buy it although it is not worth such a high 
price.

(Ss!) The private talk between Allah and each of His slaves on the 
Day of Resurrection. It also means a secret counsel or conference or 
consultation. [See the Qur’an (VV.58: 7-13), and also see the footnote 
of (V.11:18)].(See Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol.3, Hadith No. 621).

(4a!) A person heading a group of six persons in an expedition; 
a tribal chief.

(Plural of Nafila) Optional practice of worship in contrast to 
obligatory (Faridah). 


Nikah 


(c\Sl) Marriage (wedlock) according to Islamic law. 


Nisab 


(Sle!) Minimum amount of property liable to payment of the 
Zakat e.g. Nisab of gold is twenty (20) Mithgdl i.e. approx. 94 
grams; Nisab of silver is two hundred (200) dirhams, i.e. approx. 
640 grams; Nisab of food-grains and fruit is 5 Awsug 1.e. 673.5 
kgms. Nisab of camels is 5 camels; Nisab of cows is 5 cows; and 
Nisab of sheep is 40 sheep.

Nusub 


(ual) An-Nusub were stone alters at fixed places or graves, etc., 
whereon sacrifices were offered during fixed periods of occasions 
and seasons in the name of idols, jinn, angels, pious men, saints, in 
order to honour them, or to expect some benefit from them.

It is situated on the way 
to Makkah. (Now it is known as As-Sail-al-Kabeer) 


Qasab (uaa!) Pipes made of gold, pearls and other precious stones. 

Qatifah (44,43!) Thick soft cloth. 

QOattat (otal) A person who conveys information from someone to 
another with the intention of causing harm and enmity between 
them. (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol. 8, Hadith No.82). 

Qiblah (aL!) The direction towards all Muslims face in Sa/dt (prayers) 
and that direction is towards the Ka‘bah in Makkah (Saudi Arabia). 

Oil wa Qal (JB, 48) Sinful, useless talk (e.g. backbiting, lies, etc.). 

Qintar (,Uza)!) A weight-measure for food-grains, etc., e.g. wheat, maize, 
oat, barley. 

Oirat (L1,2!) A special weight; sometimes a very great weight like Uhud 
mountain. 1 Qirat = 1/2 Danig & 1 Danig = 1/6 Dirham. 

AI-Qisas (jelea!) Laws of equality in punishment for wounds, etc. in 
retaliation. 

Oisst (a) Akind of cloth containing silk; some say it is called so 
because it is manufactured in Egypt at a place called Qiss. 

Oitham (¢ual) A plant disease which causes fruit to fall before ripening. 

Oiyam (Lal) The standing posture in Salar (prayer). 

Oiyas (al) Verdicts and judgements given by the Islamic religious 


scholars. These are given on the following proofs respectively:- 
(A) From the Qur’an; (B) From the Prophet’s Sunnah. (C) From 
the unanimously accepted verdict of the Mujtahidiin; (D) Qiyas: 
i.e. the verdict given by aMujtahid who considered the case 
similar in comparison with a case judged by the Prophet Acseciie. 
Oiyds is not to be practised except if the judgement of the case is 
not found in the first three above-mentioned proofs, A, B and C.

Prophet Muhammad <cs.c:i{> belonged to this tribe, 
which had great powers spiritually and financially both before and 
after Islam. 


Qurashi 


(48) A person belonging to Quraish (well-known Arab) tribe. 


Rabb 


(CJl) There is no proper equivalent for Rabb in English language. It 
means the One and the Only Lord for all the universe, its Creator, 
Owner, Organizer, Provider, Master, Planner, Sustainer, Cherisher, 
and Giver of security. Rabb is also one of the Names of Allah. We 
have used the word “Lord” as nearest to Rabb. All occurrences of 
“Lord” actually mean Rabb and should be understood as such.

Rabi‘-ul-Awwal 


(Js fen .,) The third month of the Islamic calendar. 


Rahilah (4+1,)\) A she-camel used for riding. (Literally means: a mount to ride). 

Rahn (423!) According to Shari‘ah, Ar-Rahn (mortgage) means to give 
some property or belonging to a creditor as a security for payment 
of a loan or debt. 

Rayyan (o&3\) The name of one of the gates of Paradise through which the 
people who often observe Saum (fasts) will enter. 

Rajab (Ce,) The seventh month of the Islamic calendar. 

Ar-Raj‘ah (40>!) The bringing back of a wife by the husband after the first or 
second divorce. 

Ar-Rajm (-=3\) To stone to death those married persons who commit the 
crime of illegal sexual intercourse. 

Rak‘ah (%S)|) The Salat (prayer) of Muslims consists of Rak ‘at (singular- 
Rak‘ah, which is a unit of prayer and consists of one standing, one 
bowing and two prostrations). 

Ramadan (oles) The month of observing Sawm (fasts). It is the ninth month 


of the Islamic calendar. In it the Noble Qur‘4n started to be revealed 
to our Prophet sei and in it occurs the night of Qadr and in it 
also occurred the great decisive battle of Badr.

Sabi’iin (Oszbal!) A people who lived in ‘Iraq and used to say Ld ilaha 
illallah (none has the right to be worshipped but Allah) and used 
to read Az-Zabiir (the Psalms of the Sabi iin) and they were neither 
Jews nor Christians. 

Sadaqah (43.2) Anything given in charity. 

Safa and Marwah (33 sly ual!) Two mountains at Makkah neighbouring A/-Masjid- 
al-Haram (the sacred mosque) to the east. One who performs 
‘Umrah and Hajj should walk seven times between these two 
mountains and that is called Sa ‘y. 

Sahba’ (se) A place near Khaibar. 

Sahithan (Ole pea)!) The two Hadith books of Imams (Bukhari and Muslim). 

Sahiir (>!) A meal taken at night before the Fajr (morning) prayer by 
a person observing Saum (fast). 

Sahw (,¢J|) Forgetting (here it means forgetting how many Rak ‘at 
aperson has prayed in which case he should perform two 
prostrations of Sahw). 

Sakinah (%SUJI) Tranquillity, calmness, peace and reassurance. 

Salab (LJ!) Belongings (arms, horse, etc.) of a deceased warrior killed 
in a battle.

Sarif (3,2) A place about ten kilometers away from Makkah.

Sunnah (4.J|) The legal way or ways, orders, acts of worship and statements 


of the Prophet <cs.ie:i)2 that have become models to be followed 
by the Muslims. 
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Sutrah (32.3!) An object like a pillar, a wall, a stick, a spear, etc., the height 
of which should not be less than a foot and it should be in front 
of a person offering Sa/dt (prayer) to act as asymbolical barrier 
between him and the others. 

Ta’if (2325!) A well-known town near Makkah. 

Tabah (4\6) Another name for Al-Madinah Al-Munawwarah. 

Tabi (ts!) One who has met or accompanied any companion of the 
Prophet scsecaiie. 

Tabak (3,3) A well-known town about 700 kilometers north of Al-Madinah. 

Taghit (©,¢Uss!) The word 7aghiit covers awide range of meanings: it 
means anything worshipped other than the Real God (Allah), i.e. 
all the false deities. It may be Satan, devils, idols, stones, sun, stars, 
angels, human beings, e.g. Messengers of Allah, who were falsely 
worshipped and taken as 7aghit. Likewise saints, graves, rulers, 
leaders are falsely worshipped, and wrongly followed. [See Jafsir 
Ibn Kathir, Vol. 1, page 512; and (V.2:51)]. 

Tahajjud (sel) Night optional prayer offered at any time after ‘/sha’ prayer 
and before the Fajr prayer. 

Tahnik (sex!) It is the Islamic customary process of chewing apiece 
of date and putting apart of its juice in the child’s mouth and 
pronouncing Adhdn in child’s ears.

(C) Oneness of the Names and the Qualities of Allah; Zauhid-al- 
Asma’ was-Sifat: To believe that: (1) we must not name or qualify 
Allah except with what He or His Messenger <cs.i6:4)\~ has named or 
qualified Him; (ii) none can be named or qualified with the Names 
or Qualifications of Allah; e.g. A/-Karim; (iii) we must believe 
in all the qualities of Allah which Allah has stated in his Book 
(The Qur’an) or mentioned through His Messenger (Muhammad 
Acs) without changing their meaning or ignoring them 
completely or twisting the meanings or giving resemblance to 
any of the created things; e.g. Allah is present over His Throne as 
mentioned in the Qur’an. (V.20: 5) “The Most Gracious (i.e. Allah) 
rose over (/stawa) the (Mighty) Throne” over the seventh heaven; 
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and He comes down over the first (nearest) heaven (to us) during 
the last third part of every night and also during the day of ‘Arafah 
(Hajj, i.e. 9° Dhul-Hijjah) as mentioned by the Prophet Acieajiic, 
but He is with us by His Knowledge, not by His Personal Self (Bi- 
Dhatihi), “There is nothing like Him, and He is the All-Hearer, the 
All-Seer.” (The Qur’an, V. 42:11). 

This Noble Ayah proves the quality of hearing and the quality 
of sight for Allah without likening it (or giving resemblance) to 
others; and likewise He also says: 


“To one whom I have created with Both My Hands,” (V. 38:75); 
and He also says: 


“The Hand of Allah is over their hands.”: (V. 48:10, the Qur’an). This 
confirms two Hands for Allah, but there is no similarity for them. 


This is the Faith of all true believers, and was the Faith of all the 
Prophets of Allah from Nih (Noah), Ibrahim (Abraham), Mtisa 
(Moses) and ‘Isa (Jesus) till the last of the Prophets, Muhammad 
Acs. It is not as some people think that Allah is present 
everywhere, here, there and even inside the breasts of men.

Why Allah sent Prophets and Messengers Aa? 


Ever since people innovated the dogma of Shirk (i.e. joining others in worship 
along with Allah), Allah had been sending Prophets and Messengers to his devotees 
in order to invite them to the worship of Allah and Allah Alone, to order them not to 
ascribe partners to Him and bring them out of the darkness of polytheism into the light 
of Monotheism.

(Z4 ilaha illallah, none has the right to be 
worshipped but Allah). Will you not fear (Allah)?” (V.7:65). 


“And to (the people of) Madyan (Midian), (We sent) their brother Shu‘aib. He said: 
O my people! Worship Allah! You have no other //ah (God) but Him. (Ld ilaha illallah, 
none has the right to be worshipped but Allah). Verily, a clear proof (sign) from your Lord 
has come to you, so give full measure and full weight and wrong not men in their things, 
and do not make mischief on the earth after it has been set in order, that will be better for 
you, if you are believers.” (V.7:85). 


“And to Thamid (people, We sent) their brother Salih. He said: ‘O my people! 
Worship Allah! You have no other //ah (God) but Him. (L4 ilaha illallah, none has the 
right to be worshipped but Allah).’” (V.7:73). 


“And verily, We have sent among every Ummah (community, nation) a Messenger 
(proclaiming): “Worship Allah (Alone) and avoid (or keep away from) Taghiit (all false 
deities, i.e. do not worship Taghit besides Allah).” (V. 16:36). 


Every Prophet was sent to his own nation for their guidance, but the message of 
Prophet Muhammad 4<5.:&\2 was general for all mankind and jinn. As in Surat al A ‘raf 
(Allah addresses His Messenger Acsxicsii): 


“Say (O Muhammad 4<s.:e:4j(2): O mankind! Verily, I am sent to you all as the 
messenger of Allah.’ ” (V.7:158).

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So the aim of sending these Prophets and Mesengers to mankind and jinn was only 
that they should worship Allah Alone as Allah Ss;4\c:: said: 


“And I (Allah) created not the jinn and mankind except that they should worship Me

And to worship Allah means to obey Him and to do all that He has ordained,—and to 
fear Him by abstaining from all that He has forbidden. 


Then those who obey Allah will be rewarded in Paradise, and those who will disobey

It has been noticed that most mankind, who embrace Islam, do not understand the reality 


of the meaning of the first fundamental principle of Islam, i.e. La ilaha illallah, Muhammad- 


ur-Rasiil-Allah (none has the right to be worshipped but Allah, and Muhammad Acs.cc:i\e is 


the Messenger of Allah). So I consider it essential to explain something of the meanings of 


this great sentence (principle) in some detail: 


AU! Jgwy Aae av Y| dy Y 
La ilaha illallah, Muhammad-ur- Rasil-Allah 


“None has the right to be worshipped but Allah... and Muhammad 4cs.i\t~ is the 


Messenger of Allah” has three aspects: a,b and c. 


a. 


It is that, you have to pledge a covenant with (Allah), the Creator of the heavens and 
earth, the Ruler of all that exists, the Lord of Majesty and Highness, on four points (or 
conditions): 

Point I: A confession with your heart that the Creator (of everything) is Allah; it is that 
you have to say: “I testify that the Creator of all the universe including the stars, the 
planets, the sun, the moon, the heavens, the earth with all its known and unknown forms 
of life, is Allah. He is the Organizer and Planner of all its affairs. It is He Who gives life 
and death, and He (i.e. Allah Alone) is the Sustainer, and the Giver of security.” And 
this is called (your confession for the) “Oneness of the Lordship of Allah,” — Tauhid- 
ar-Rubitbiyyah. 


Point II: A confession with your heart that: “I testify that none has the right to be 
worshipped but Allah Alone.” The word “worship” (i.e. ‘7bddah) carries a great number 
of meanings in the Islamic terminology: it conveys that all kinds of worship are meant 
for Allah Alone (and none else, whether it be an angel, Messenger, Prophet ‘Isa (Jesus) 
— son of Maryam (Mary), ‘Uzair (Ezra), Muhammad, saint, idol, the sun, the moon 
and all other kinds of false deities.) So pray to none but Allah, invoke none but Allah, 
ask for help from none (unseen) but Allah, swear by none but Allah, offer an animal as 
sacrifice to none but Allah,...etc, and that means, — all that Allah and His Messenger 
Muhammad cs. order you to do, in the Qur’an and in the Sunnah (legal ways 
of Prophet Muhammad <5.i6:4j-) you must do, and all that Allah and His Messenger 
Muhammad c.ei\< forbid you, you must not do. And this is called (your confession 
for the) “Oneness of the worship of Allah”, — Yauhid-al-Uliihiyyah. And that you 
(mankind) worship none but Allah. 
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Point III: A confession with your heart that: “O Allah! I testify that all the best of 
names and the most perfect qualities with which You have named or qualified Yourself 
in Your Book (i.e. the Qur’an) or as Your Prophet Muhammad 4<s.:e:4j(2 has named or 
qualified You, with his statement, I believe that all those (names and qualities) are for 
You without changing their meanings or neglecting them completely or likening them 
(giving resemblance) to others.” As Allah says: 


“There is nothing like Him and He is the All-Hearer, the All-Seer.” (V. 42:11). 


This holy Verse confirms the quality of hearing and the quality of sight for Allah without 
likening them (giving resemblance) to others, and He also says: 


“To one whom I have created with Both My Hands,” (V.38:75). 
and He also says: 
“The Hand of Allah is over their hands.” (V.48:10). 


This confirms two Hands for Allah, but there is no similarity for them. Similarly Allah 
says: 

“The Most Gracious (Allah) rose over (/stawa) the (Mighty) Throne (in a manner that 
suits His Majesty).” (V.20:5). 

So He rose over the Throne really in amanner that suits His Majesty. And Allah is 
over His Throne over the seventh heaven, as the slave-girl pointed towards the heavens, 
when Allah’s Messenger (Muhammad 4s.&:4)\2) asked her as to where Allah is.

And this is called (your confession for the) “Oneness of the Names and Qualities of 
Allah,” — Tauhid-al-Asma’ was-Sifat and this is the right belief, the belief which was 
followed by the Messengers of Allah [from Nih (Noah), Ibrahim (Abraham), Mtisa 
(Moses), Dawid (David), Sulaiman (Solomon), ‘Isa (Jesus) to Muhammad ili. and 
the Companions of Prophet Muhammad <s.¢:4)\2] and the righteous followers of these 
Messengers SiiZl\.<ic. 

Point IV: A confession with your heart: “O Allah! I testify that Muhammad Acsaie:i\e is 
Your Messenger.” That means that none has the right to be followed after Allah, but the 
Prophet Muhammad cs.c¢xi{< as he is the last of His Messengers. As Allah says: 


“Muhammad 4cs{cxiie is not the father of any man among you, but he is the Messenger 
of Allah and the last (end) of the Prophets. And Allah is Ever All-Aware of everything.” 
(V.33:40). 

“And whatsoever the Messenger (Muhammad ics.ei(2) gives you, take it and 
whatsoever he forbids you, abstain from it,”(V.59:7). 


And Allah says: 


“Say (O Muhammad 4cs.c2i{ to mankind): ‘If you (really) love Allah, then follow me 
(i.e. accept Islamic Monothesim, follow The Qur’an and The Sunnah).’” (V.3:31). 
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As for others than Muhammad 4s.:iji2, their statements are to be taken or rejected 
as to whether these are in accordance with Allah’s Book (i.e. the Qur’4n) and with the 
Sunnah (legal ways, orders, acts of worship, statements) of the Prophet <cs.cexi~ or not. 
As the Divine revelation has stopped after the death of Prophet Muhammad Acs.ceiie 
and it will not resume except at the time of the Descent of ‘Isa (Jesus) — son of Maryam 
(Mary) and he (i.e. Jesus) will rule with justice according to the Islamic laws, during the 
last days of the world as it has been mentioned in the authentic Hadith (1.e. narration of 
Prophet Muhammad ics.xeci). (Sahih-Al-Bukhari, Vol. 3, Hadith No. 425). 

. Itis essential to utter: La ilaha illallah, Muhammad-ur-Rasil Allah (none has the right 
to be worshipped but Allah, and Muhammad cs.cxijz is the Messenger of Allah.) As it 
has come in the statement of the Prophet Muhammad 4cs.i¢:4 to his uncle Abi Talib at 
the time of the latter’s death: “O uncle, if you utter it (La ilaha illallah, Muhammad-ur- 
Rasiil Allah, none has the right to be worshipped but Allah, and Muhammad 4s: is 
the Messenger of Allah), then I shall be able to argue on your behalf before Allah, on the 
Day of Resurrection.” Similarly, when Abi Dharr Al-Ghifari embraced Islam, he went 
to Al-Masjid-al-Haram and he proclaimed it loudly in front of the Quraish infidels until 
he was beaten severely. 


It is essential that the limbs and all the other parts and organs of one’s body testify 
to it, and this is very important as regards its meaning (1.e., the meaning of La ilaha 
illallah Muhammad Rasil Allah — none has the right to be worshipped but Allah, and 
Muhammad 4s. is the Messenger of Allah). So whoever has confessed this (to his 
Lord), he shall not commit sins like robbing, killing, stealing, illegal sexual intercourse, 
eating pig meat, drinking alcoholic beverages, taking undue advantage of orphan’s 
property, cheating in trade, bribery and earning money through illegal means, telling 
lies, backbiting or otherwise, the limbs and all the other parts and organs of his body 
will testify against him that he was a liar in his words which he pledged to Allah. In case 
he commits the above sins, he should know that it is a sin that obliges him to repent 
to Allah, and ask His Forgiveness, as (his) body parts (i.e. skin, private parts, hands, 
tongue, ears) will testify to the above-mentioned crimes (i.e. actions) against himself on 
the Day of Resurrection. 


And with the confession of this great sentence (i.e. principle) a person enters in the fold 
of the Islamic religion accordingly, it is essential for him to believe in all the Messengers 
of Allah and not to differentiate between them. As it is mentioned in His Book. Allah 
says: 

“Do then those who disbelieve think that they can take My slaves [i.e. the angels; Allah’s 
Messengers; ‘Isa (Jesus), son of Maryam (Mary)] as Auliya’ (lords, gods, protectors) 
besides Me? Verily, We have prepared Hell as an entertainment for the disbelievers (in 
the Oneness of Allah — Islamic Monotheism). 


“Say (O Muhammad 4csicxi\: ‘Shall We tell you the greatest losers in respect of (their) 
deeds?’ “Those whose efforts have been wasted in this life, while they thought they were 
acquiring good by their deeds! “They are those who deny the Aydt (proofs, evidences, 
verses, lessons, signs, revelations, etc.) of their Lord and the Meeting with Him (in the 
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Hereafter). So their works are in vain, and on the Day of Resurrection, We shall not give 
them any weight. “That shall be their recompense, Hell; because they disbelieved and 
took My Aydt (proofs, evidences, lessons, revelations, etc.) and My Messengers by way 
of jest and mockery. “Verily! Those who believe (in the Oneness of Allah — Islamic 
Monotheism), and do righteous deeds, shall have the Gardens of A/-Firdaus (Paradise) 
for their entertainment wherein they shall dwell (forever). No desire will they have to be 
removed therefrom. “Say (O Muhammad sei to mankind): If the sea were ink for 
(writing) the Words of my Lord, surely the sea would be exhausted, before the Words of 
my Lord would be finished even if we brought (another sea) like it for its aid”. Say (O 
Muhammad ics.cxi\-): I am only aman like you, it has been revealed to me that your 
Ilah (God) is One lah (God, — 1.e. Allah). So whoever hopes for the Meeting with his 
Lord, let him work righteousness and associate none as a partner in the worship of his 
Lord.” (V. 18:102-110). 


This introduction is necessary for anyone who wishes to embrace Islam. After this 
confession he (or she) should take a bath (i.e. Ghus/) and then offer atwo Rak ‘at 
prayer, and act upon the five principles of Islam, as narrated by Ibn ‘Umar @iiz; in 
Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol.1 Hadith No.7: ; 
Narrated Ibn ‘Umar @ziiiz;: Allah’s Messenger <cs.ie:i{\ said: Islam is based on the 
following five (principles): 

1. To testify La ilaha illallah wa anna Muhammad-ur-Rasul-Allah (none has the right 
to be worshipped but Allah and that Muhammad is The Messenger of Allah). 

To perform ([gamat) As-Salat™. 

To pay Zakat. 

To perform Hajj (i.e. pilgrimage to Makkah). 


Gye is 


To observe Saum (fast) during the month of Ramadan. 

and must believe in the six articles of Faith, i.e. to believe in: 

(1) Allah, (2) His angels, (3) His Messengers, (4) His revealed Books, (5) the Day of 
Resurrection,and (6) A/-Oadar (Divine Preordainments i.e. whatever Allah has ordained 
must come to pass) 


Important note: 


The acceptance of the righteous deeds depends on the following two basic conditions 


The intentions while doing such deeds must be totally for Allah’s sake only without any

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Polytheism and Disbelief 


Ash-Shirk and Al-Kufr 


Salvation of all mankind from 
the greatest sin against Allah 


It is essential to mention here some details of the greatest sin which will not be forgiven 
by Allah. This unpardonable sin is Shirk. 


Shirk implies ascribing partners to Allah or ascribing divine attributes to others besides 
Allah and believing that the source of power, harm and blessings comes from others besides 
Allah. 


Almighty Allah says: 


“Verily, Allah forgives not that partners should be set up with Him (in worship), but He 
forgives except that (anything else) to whom He wills; and whoever sets up partners to Allah 
(in worship), has indeed invented a tremendous sin.”(V. 4:48). 


Almighty Allah says: 


“Then when the Trumpet is blown, there will be no kinship among them that Day, nor 
will they ask of one another. 


“Then, those whose scales (of good deeds) are heavy, these! they are the successful. 


“And those whose scales (of good deeds) are light, they are those who lose their 
ownselves; in Hell will they abide forever.” 


“The Fire will burn their faces, and therein they will grin with displaced lips (disfigured).” 
“Were not My Verses (this Qur’an) recited to you and then you used to deny them?’ 
They will say: ‘Our Lord! Our wretchedness overcame us, and we were an erring people. 


“Our Lord! Bring us out of this. If ever we return (to evil) then indeed we shall be 
Zalimiin (polytheists, oppressors, unjust, and wrongdoers).’ 


“He (Allah) will say: ‘Remain you in it with ignominy! And speak you not to Me!’ ” 
(V. 23:101-108). 


“And whoever invokes (or worships) besides Allah, any other i/ah (god), of whom he 
has no proof, then his reckoning is only with his Lord. Surely! A/-KGfiriin (the disbelievers 
in Allah and in the Oneness of Allah, polytheists, pagans, idolaters) will not be successful.” 
(V. 23:117). 
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Ash-Shirk 
Polytheism and its various manifestations 


Definition: Shirk basically is polytheism, i.e., the worship of others along with Allah. 
It also implies attributing divine attributes to any other besides Allah. It particularly implies 
associating partners in worship with Allah or believing that the source of power, harm or 
blessings is from others besides Allah. 


Types: There are three types of Shirk, namely: 

1. Ash-Shirk al-Akbar, i.e. major Shirk 

2. Ash-Shirk al-Asghar, i.e. minor Shirk 

3. Ash-Shirk al-Khafi, i.e. inconspicuous Shirk. 


Manifestations: 

1. Ash-Shirk al-Akbar (The major Shirk): The major and serious polytheistic form, has 
four aspects: 
(a) Shirk ad-Du ‘@’, i.e. invocation.This aspect implies invoking, supplicating or praying 
to other deities besides Allah. 
Almighty Allah says: 
“And when they embark on a ship they invoke Allah, making their Faith pure for Him 
only, but when He brings them safely to land, behold, they give a share of their worship 
to others,” (V.29:65). 


(b) Shirk an-Niyyah wal-Irddah wal-Qasd: This aspect implies intentions, purpose 
and determination in acts of worship or religious deeds, not for the sake of Allah but 
directed towards other deities. 

Almighty Allah says: 

“Whosoever desires the life of the world and its glitter, to them We shall pay 
in full (the wages of) their deeds therein, and they will have no diminution 
therein. They are those for whom there is nothing in the Hereafter but Fire; and 
vain are the deeds they did therein. And of no effect is that which they used to 
do.”(V. 11:15,16). 


(c) Shirk at-Ta‘ah. This aspect implies rendering obedience to any authority against the 
Order of Allah. Almighty Allah says: 


“They (Jews and Christians) took their Rabbis and their monks to be their lords besides 
Allah (by obeying them in things which they made lawful or unlawful according to their 
own desires without being ordered by Allah), and (they also took as their lord) Messiah, 
son of Maryam (Mary), while they (Jews and Christians) were commanded (in the Torah 
and the Gospel) to worship none but One //ah (God 1.e., Allah), La ilaha illa Huwa (none 
has the right to be worshipped but He). Glorified is He (far above is He) from having the 
partners they associate (with Him).” (V.9:31). 
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2.

Once, while Allah’s Messenger <ics.i¢:i|\ was reciting the above Verse, ‘Adi ibn Hatim 
said, “O Allah’s Prophet! They do not worship them (rabbis and monks).” Allah’s 
Messenger said, “They certainly do. They (i.e. Rabbis and monks) made legal things 
illegal, and illegal things legal, and they (i.e. Jews and Christians) followed them; and 
by doing so they really worshipped them.” (Narrated by Ahmad, At-Tirmidht, and Ibn 
Jarir). (Tafsir At-Tabart, Vol.10, Page No. 114). 

(d) Shirk-al-Mahabbah: This implies showing the love which is due to Allah Alone to 
others than Him. 

Almighty Allah says: 

“And of mankind are some who take (for worship) others besides Allah as rivals (to 
Allah). They love them as they love Allah. But those who believe, love Allah more (than 


anything else). If only those who do wrong could see, when they will see the torment, 
that all power belongs to Allah and that Allah is Severe in punishment.” (V. 2:165). 


Ash-Shirk-al-Asghar: Ar-Riya’ (The minor Shirk, i.e. acts performed to show off). Any 
act of worship or any religious deed done in order to gain praise, fame or for worldly 
benefit, falls under this catagory. 

Almighty Allah says: 

“Say (O Muhammad 4<5.:&:4\(<): I am only a man like you, it has been revealed to me 
that your //ah (God) is One I/ah (God — 1.e. Allah). So whoever hopes for the meeting 
with his Lord, let him work righteousness and associate none as a partner in the worship 
of his Lord.’” (V. 18:110). 

Ash-Shirk-al-Khafi: (The inconspicuous Shirk). This type implies being inwardly 
dissatisfied with the inevitable condition that has been ordained for one by Allah; 
conscientiously lamenting that had you done or not done such and such or had you 
approached such and such you would have had a better status, etc. 

The Noble Prophet Muhammad ics.xexi{~ said: 

“Ash-Shirk-al-Khafi in the Muslim nation is more inconspicuous than the creeping of 
a black ant aon black rock in the pitch-darkness of the night.” And this inconspicuous 
Shirk is expiated by saying thrice the following sentences every day: “O Allah! I take 
Your refuge from that I should ascribe anything as partner in Your worship, being 
conscious of that, and I beg Your pardon for that sin which I am not aware of.” 
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Al-Kufr 
Disbelief and its various manifestations 


Kufr is basically disbelief in any of the articles of Faith in Islam. 


The articles of Faith are: to believe in — 


Oe eee 


Allah, 

His angels, 

His Messengers, 

His revealed Books, 

The Day of Resurrection, and 

Al-Qadar, Divine Preordainments (i.e. whatever Allah jc< has ordained must come 
to pass). 


There are two aspects of disbelief: 


1. 


The major disbelief (Al-Kufr-al-Akbar): This aspect excludes one completely 
from the fold of Islam. There are five types (of this major disbelief): 


(a) Kufr-at-Takdhib. This implies disbelieving the divine truth or denying of any of 
the articles of Faith. 


Almighty Allah says: 


“Then who does more wrong than one who utters a lie against Allah and denies the 
truth [this Qur’an, the Prophet (Muhammad 4csicxi\), the Islamic Monotheism] 
when it comes to him. Is there not in Hell an abode for the disbelievers? ” (V. 39:32) 


(b) Kufr-al-Ib@’ wat-Takabbur ma‘at-Tasdiq. This implies rejection and arrogance 
to submit to Allah’s Commandments after conviction of their truth. 


Almighty Allah says: 
“And (remember) when We said to the angels: ‘Prostrate yourselves before Adam.’ 


And they prostrated except /b/is, he refused and was proud and was one of the 
disbelievers (disobedient to Allah).” (V. 2:34). 


(c) Kufr-ash-Shakk waz-Zann. This implies doubting or lacking of conviction in 
the six articles of Faith. 


Almighty Allah says: 


“And he went into his garden while in astate (of pride and disbelief) unjust 
to himself. He said: ‘I think not that this will ever perish. And I think not the 
Hour will ever come, and if indeed I am brought back to my Lord (on the Day 
of Resurrection) I surely shall find better than this when I return to Him.’ His 
companion said to him during the talk with him: ‘Do you disbelieve in Him Who 
created you out of dust (i.e. your father, Adam), then out of Nutfah (mixed semen 
drops of male and female discharge), then fashioned you into a man? But as for 
my part (I believe) that He is Allah, my Lord, and none shall I associate as partner 
with my Lord.’ ” (V.18:35-38). 
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(d) Kufr-al-I‘rad. This implies turning away from the truth knowingly or deviating 
from the obvious signs which Allah has revealed. 

Almighty Allah says: 

“We created not the heavens and the earth and all that is between them except with 
truth and for an appointed term. But those who disbelieve turn away from that 
whereof they are warned.” (V.46:3). 

(e) Kufr-an-Nifaq. This implies hypocritical disbelief. 

Almighty Allah says: 

“They have made their oaths a screen (for their hypocrisy). Thus they hinder (men) 
from the Path of Allah. Verily, evil is what they used to do. That is because they 
believed, then disbelieved, therefore their hearts are sealed, so they understand not.” 
(V.63:2-3). 

The minor disbelief (A/-Kufr-al-Asghar): This aspect of disbelief does not exclude 
one from the fold of Islam. It is also termed Kufran-Ni ‘mah. This implies disbelief 
manifesting itself in ungratefulness for Allah’s Blessings or Favours. 

Almighty Allah says: 

“And Allah puts forward the example of a township (Makkah), that dwelt secure and 
well-content; its provision coming to it in abundance from every place, but it (its 
people) denied the Favours of Allah (with ungratefulness). So Allah made it taste 
extreme of hunger (famine) and fear, because of that (evil, i.e. denying Prophet 
Muhammad 4<5.:4\\) which they (its people) used to do.” (V.16:112). 
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An-Nifaq 
Hypocrisy and its various manifestations 


Hypocrisy is of two types, namely: 


(A) Hypocrisy in Belief. 


(B) Hypocrisy in deeds and actions. 


(A) Hypocrisy in Belief 
There are six aspects of hypocrisy in Belief: 


1. 
2. 


To deny the Messenger (Muhammad ics.cexi{\<). 

To deny some of all that was brought by the Messenger (Muhammad cs.iexi{\~) (e.g. 
the Qur’an, the Sunnah, laws and principles of Islam). 

To hate the Messenger (Muhammad scsaie:i\\<). 


To hate some of that which was brought by the Messenger (Muhammad cs.icxi\) 
e.g. Islamic Monotheism, etc. 

To feel happy at the disgrace of or the set-back for the religion of Allah’s Messenger 
(Muhammad icsxicciie). 

To dislike that the religion of Allah’s Messenger (Islamic Monotheism) becomes 
victorious (not being pleased at the victory of Islam). 


A person having these six types (of hypocrisy) will be in the lowest depths (grade) 
of the Fire (Hell). (See V. 4: 145). 


(B) Hypocrisy in deeds and actions 


There are five aspects of hypocrisy in deeds and actions, and their proof is from the 
Statement of Allah’s Messenger <s.:{:\\2: The signs of a hypocrite are these: 


1.

Whenever he speaks, he tells a lie. 
Whenever he promises, he always breaks it (his promise). 


If you trust him, he proves to be dishonest (if you keep something as trust with him, 
he will not return it). 


And in another narration of the Prophet 4<s.:6:4j\¢: Whenever he quarrels, he behaves 
in a very imprudent, evil, insulting manner. 


Whenever he makes a covenant, he proves himself treacherous. 
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Jesus and Muhammad 
(peace be upon them Aik) 
in the Bible and the Qur’an 


Biblical Evidence of Jesus being a servant 
of God and having no share in divinity 


Introduction 

All praise is to the One to Whom all Dignity, Honour and Glory are due; the Unique 
with perfect attributes, Who begets not, nor is He begotten. He has no equal but He is the 
Almighty, Omnipotent. He sent His Messengers and Prophets to guide humanity towards 
monotheism; to worship Him Alone, the only One Worthy of worship, and to warn them of 
the eternal dire consequences of polytheism, associating partners with One Allah and the 
worship of creatures. 

Peace and Blessings of Allah be upon all the Prophets and Messengers, especially on 
Muhammad, the last of the Prophets, and on all who follow him in righteousness until the 
Day of Recompense. 


Jesus and the Devil in the Bible 

In the New Testament of the Bible, in the fourth chapter of the Gospel according to 
Matthew, the sixth and seventh verses clearly indicate that Jesus is an obedient mortal and 
God is the Master and Lord according to his saying in the seventh verse: 

“Tt is written again, Thou shalt not tempt the Lord, thy God.” 

In this chapter we read that the Devil actually carried the Messiah, and took him from 
place to place. How can the Devil carry God? Glory be to Allah; He is above such blasphemy! 


Then the Devil orders him to prostrate before him and worship him, even tempting him 
with worldly possessions. How can the Devil even dare such an audacity with God? When 
the Devil wanted Jesus to comply with his orders, he (Jesus) replied by saying that it was 
written (in the previous Books): 

“Thou shalt worship the Lord, thy God; And Him only shalt thou serve.” 


— Matthew 4:10. 


Children of God 

Jesus never called himself Son of God as far as I know — but he used to call himself 
the ‘Son of Man’ (Mark 2:10) although he heard himself being called by that name he did 
not object — as assumed in the Bible — and did not consider the title exclusively for him. 


According to the Biblical term in the Old and New Testaments, every God-fearing 
righteous person is called ‘Son of God’. In Matthew 5:9 we read: 


“Blessed are the peace-makers, for they shall be called the children of God.” 
In Matthew 5:45 — 


“That ye may be children of your Father which is in heaven...” 
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God the Father 
In Matthew 5:48 — 


“Be ye therefore perfect, even as your Father which is in heaven is perfect.” 
In Matthew 6:1 — 

“*.. otherwise ye have no reward of your Father which is in heaven.” 
Matthew 7:21 — 


“Not every one that sayeth unto me (Jesus), Lord, Lord, shall enter into the kingdom of 
heaven: but he that doeth the will of my Father, which is in heaven.” 

N.B. The word ‘Lord’ here was translated as Rabb in the Arabic version of the Bible so 
that people may be convinced that Jesus is God! But if one studies the rest of the verse, one 
will note that the verse bears testimony to the subservience (to God’s Will) of the Messiah 
(Jesus). Therefore the correct translation should be: 

“Not every one that sayeth to me, O my Master, shall enter into the kingdom of heaven, 
but he that doeth the will of my Father which is in heaven.” 

It is obvious from the above readings from the Bible that the term ‘Father’ is used for 
God in numerous places in the Bible. It is never used exclusively for Jesus. 


Matthew 11:25 — 
“At that time Jesus answered and said, ‘I thank Thee, O Father, Lord of heaven and 


earth, because Thou hast hid these things from the wise and prudent and has revealed them 
unto babes.’” 


Jesus the Worshipper 
Matthew 14:23 — 
“And when he had sent the multitudes away, he went up into a mountain apart to pray..... 


If Jesus is God or apart of God then why did he pray? In fact, prayer is always from 
a submitting, needy and dependent one for the Mercy of Almighty Allah as mentioned in 
the Qur’an: 

“O mankind! It is you who stand in need of Allah but Allah is the Rich (Free of all wants 
and needs), the Worthy of all praise” (V.35:15). 


And in V.19:93 of the Qur’an:- 


“There is none in the heavens and the earth but comes to the Most Gracious (Allah) as 
a slave.” 


A Biblical story 
Matthew 15:22-28 — 


“And, behold, awoman of Canaan came out of the same coasts and cried unto him, 
saying, ‘Have mercy on me, O Lord, thou son of David: my daughter is grievously vexed 
with a devil.’ But he answered her not a word. And his disciples came and besought him, 
saying; ‘Send her away, for she crieth after us.’ But he answered and said, ‘I am not sent but 
unto the lost sheep of the house of Israel.’ 
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Then came she and worshipped him, saying, ‘Lord, help me.’ But he answered and said, 
“It is not meet to take the children’s bread and to cast it to dogs.’ 


And she said, ‘Truth, Lord: yet the dogs eat of the crumbs which fall from their 
masters’ table.’ 


Then Jesus answered and said unto her, ‘O woman, great is thy faith: be it unto thee even 
as thou wilt. And her daughter was made whole from that very hour.’ ” 


In this story about a woman from Canaan there are noteworthy points: 

1. Lack of mercy and love charged against Jesus (if the incident is reported correctly). 
2. Degraded discrimination in regard to the uplifting of his tribe and not for the others. 
3. Tribal pride of descendance and prejudice against others and calling them dogs. 
4 


An ignorant polytheist woman debated with him and won him over. 


Jesus: a Prophet of Allah 

Matthew 19:16-17 — 

“And behold, one came and said unto him, ‘Good master, what good thing shall I do that 
I may have eternal life?’ And he said unto him, ‘Why callest thou me good? (There is) none 
good but one, (i.e.) God, but if thou wilt enter into life, keep the commandments.’ ” 


The above verses note this acknowledgment of his submissiveness (to Allah’s Will). 
Matthew 21:45-46 — 


“And when the chief priests and pharisees had heard his parable, they perceived that he 
spoke of them. But when they sought to lay hands on him, they feared the multitude because 
they took him for a Prophet.” 

Here it is proved that all those who believed in Jesus during his life-time did not believe 
in him being God or the Son of God or one in the doctrine of Trinity; but they believed in 
him as being a Prophet only. This is indeed one of the strongest points of evidence against 
those who believe in the Divinity of Jesus (Incarnation of God) if only they pondered. 


Jesus: a servant of Allah 
Matthew 23:8 — 
“But be not ye called Rabbi: for one is your master, even Jesus, and all ye are brethren.” 


Here it is clearly proved that Jesus was servant of Allah, and that there is only One Master 
and He is Allah. In the Arabic version of the Bible this verse has been translated so that Jesus is 
meant to be the master whereas the English rendering is nearer the original sense. 


Matthew 23:9 — 
“And call no man your father upon the earth: for one is your Father which is in heaven.” 


From this you will note that fatherhood and sonship is meant to be the relationship 
between the Lord and His servants: it is meant in a general sense and not specifically for 
Jesus. 


Matthew 24:36 — 


“But of that day and hour knoweth no man, no, not the angels of heaven, but my 
Father only.” 
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This is adefinite proof that the Final Hour is unknown to any but Allah, thus Jesus’ 
knowledge is imperfect like all other men; Allah Alone is All-Knowing, Omniscient. 


Matthew 26:39 — 
“And he (Jesus) went a little farther, and fell on his face and prayed, saying, ‘O my 


Father, if it be possible, let this cup pass from me: nevertheless not as I will, but as Thou 
wilt.’” 


We note here that the person speaking is unaware of Allah’s Will and realizes the fact 
that he is a servant of Allah. He (Allah) Alone can cause the change. 


the Compilation of the Bible 

Matthew 27:7-8 — 

“And they took counsel and bought with them the potter’s field to bury strangers in. 
Wherefore that field was called the Field of Blood, unto this day.” 

From these verses we understand that the Bible (the New Testament) was not written 
during Jesus’ life-time but long after the occurrence of the events described, having been 
retained in the memory of the people. 

Matthew 27:46 — 

“And about the ninth hour Jesus cried with aloud voice, saying, ‘Eli,Eli, lama 
sabachthani? (My God, My God, why hast Thou forsaken me?’)” 

This is according to their (Christians’) assumption that Jesus cried in a loud voice saying 
the above words while he was being crucified. This is a great insult as such words could 
only come from unbelievers in Allah. Further, it is incredible that such words should come 
out from a Prophet of Allah because Allah never breaks His Promise and His Prophets never 
complained against His Promise. 


Jesus: Preacher of Monotheism (Jauhid) 
In John 17:3 — 


“And this is life eternal, that they might know Thee, the only true God, and Jesus Christ 
whom Thou has sent.” 


In Mark 12:28-30 — 


“And one of the scribes came, and having heard them reasoning together, and perceiving 
that he had answered them well, asked him, ‘Which is the first commandment of all?’ And 
Jesus answered him: ‘The first of all the commandments 1s; hear O Israel, the Lord thy God 
is One Lord: and thou shalt love the Lord, thy God with all thy heart, and with all thy soul, 
and with all thy mind, and with all thy strength: this is the first commandment.’ ” 

In Mark 12:32 — 


“And the scribe said unto him, ‘Well, Master, thou hast said the truth: for there is One 
God; and there is none other but He.’ ” 
In Mark 12:34 — 


“*..he (Jesus) said unto him, ‘Thou art not far from the kingdom of God... 
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In these verses, Jesus (peace be upon him) himself had testified that Allah is the One 
God, there is none other than Him, and that whoever believes in His Oneness, he is near 
the Kingdom of Allah. Therefore whoever associates partners with Allah or believes in the 
Trinity is far away from the Kingdom of Allah, and whoever is far away from the Kingdom 
of Allah he is the enemy of Allah. 


In Matthew 24:36 — 


“But of that day and hour knoweth no man, no, not the angels of the heaven, but my 
Father only.” 


A similar text was quoted from Matthew which is exactly as proclaimed by the Qur’an in 
that none knows when the Hour will come except Allah. This establishes the fact that Jesus 
was subservient to Allah and that he had no share in Divinity: that he was an incarnation of 
God, was an innovation by the people of Canaan. 


In John 20:16 — 


“Jesus said unto her, ‘Mary’. She turned herself, and sayeth unto him, ‘Rabboni’, which 
is to say, Master, Jesus saith unto her, ‘Touch me not: For I am not yet ascended to my 
Father; but go to my brethren, and say unto them, I ascend unto my Father and your Father; 
and to my God and your God.’ Mary Magdalene came and told the disciples that she has seen 
the Lord, and that He had spoken these things unto her.” 


In the above narrative Jesus clearly testified that Allah is his God and their God, making 
no difference between him and them in the worship of the One Allah. Whoever believes that 
Jesus is God has indeed blasphemed against Allah and betrayed Jesus and all the Prophets 
and Messengers of Allah. 
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Biblical Prophecy on the Advent of 
Muhammad (peace be upon him 4<s.e:ii¢) 


John 14:15-16 — 


“If you love me, keep my commandments. And I will pray the Father and He shall give 
you another Comforter that he may abide with you forever.” 


Muslim theologians have said that “another Comforter” is Muhammad, the Messenger of 
Allah; and him to “abide forever” means the perpetuity of his laws and way of life (Shari ‘ah) 
and the Book (Qur’an) which was revealed to him. 


John 15:26-27 — 


“But when the Comforter is come, whom I will send unto you from the Father, even the 
Spirit of truth, which proceedeth from the Father, he shall testify of me: And ye also shall 
bear witness, because ye have been with me from the beginning.” 


John 16:5-8 — 


“But now I go my way to Him that sent me and none of you asketh me ‘Whither 
goest thou?’ But because I have said these things unto you, sorrow hath filled your heart. 
Nevertheless I tell you the truth; for if I go not away, the Comforter will not come unto you; 
but if I depart, I will send him unto you. And when he is come, he will reprove the world of 
sin, and approve righteousness and judgment.” 


John 16:12-14 — 


“T have yet many things to say unto you, but you cannot bear them now. How be it 
when he, the Spirit of truth, is come, he will guide you into all truth: for he shall not speak 
of himself; but whatsoever he shall hear, that shall he speak; and he will shew you things 
to come. He shall glorify me: for he shall receive of mine, and he shall shew it unto you.” 


John 16:16 — 


“A little while and ye shall not see me: and again a little while, ye shall see me, because 
I go to the Father.” 


Muslim theologians have stated that the person who is described by Jesus to come after 
him — in the above verses — does not comply with any other person but Muhammad 
AcsseSie the Messenger of Allah. This ‘person’ whom Jesus prophesied will come after him 
is called in the Bible ‘Parqaleeta’ This word was deleted by later interpreters and translators 
and changed at times to ‘Spirit of Truth’, and at other times, to ‘Comforter’ and sometimes 
to ‘Holy Spirit’. The original word is Greek and its meaning is ‘one whom people praise 
exceedingly.’ The sense of the word is applicable to the word ‘Muhammad’ (in Arabic). 
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Finality of Proofs on the Fabrication 
of the story of the cross 


(1) The Bible testifies to the fact that Jesus was known among the Jews; he used to preach 
and deliver sermons in the Temple of Solomon in Jerusalem. It was therefore, unnecessary to 
hire a Jew for thirty pieces of silver to direct them to him as related in Matthew. 


(2) It is related that one of the twelve disciples named Judas Iscariot was hired to direct 
the Jews to Jesus. They then sentenced him after which Judas was greatly ashamed and 
dissociated himself from their act and then committed suicide. All this took place within 
twenty-four hours. The contradictions are obvious. 


(3) The clearest proof which alone is sufficient to discredit this story is when the Jews 
passed the sentence of death against Jesus and intended to get the approval of the governor, 
Pontius Pilate. 


Matthew 27:11-14 — 


“And Jesus stood before the governor: The governor asked him, saying, “Art thou the 
king of the Jews!’ And Jesus said unto him, ‘Thou sayest’: And when he was accused of (by) 
the chief priests and elders he answered nothing. Then said Pilate unto him, ‘Hearest thou 
not how many things they witness against thee?’ And he answered him never (to) a word...” 


The Christians will interpret the above verse to mean that Jesus wanted to die on the 
Cross for the redemption of mankind and for the forgiveness of their sins. If so, then why did 
he ask to turn away that cup from him (i.e. death)? Why did he cry out while on the Cross 
(as they assume): “O Lord, why hast Thou forsaken me?” How could he have remained 
silent when the truth was being challenged? He was known for his soul-inspiring sermons 
challenging the learned Jewish Rabbis. No sane person can believe in this. If the story of 
the Cross is disproved then the very foundation on which Christianity is based, will be 
demolished. 


Muslims believe that Jesus was not crucified by the Jews as revealed in the Holy Qur’an 
by Allah in a crystal clear manner: V. 4:157,158.— 


“And because of their saying (in boast): ‘We killed Messiah Jesus, son of Mary, the 
Messenger of Allah’; — but they killed him not, nor crucified him, but it appeared so to them 
[the resemblance of Jesus was put over another man (and they killed that man)], and those 
who differ therein are full of doubts. They have no (certain) knowledge, they follow nothing 
but conjecture. For surely, they killed him not (i.e., Jesus, son of Mary). But Allah raised 
him (Jesus) up (with his body and soul) unto Himself (and he tai is in the heavens).. And 
Allah is Ever All-Powerful, All-Wise.” 

The Jews themselves, together with the entire Christian world, believe that he was 
crucified. As proofs against their views and to prove the truth of the Muslim verdict through 
the Bible, I prepared the following set of questions based on the Book of Matthew in the 
New Testament of the Bible. (Chapters 26 and 27): 

(1) Did those who captured Jesus (according to their assumption) know him in person? 
or did they not know him? 


Matthew testifies that they did not know him. 
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(2) Was it during the day or night that he was captured? 


Matthew says — it was during the night. 

(3) Who was the one that directed them to him? 

Matthew says: He was one of his twelve disciples called Judas Iscariot. 

(4) Did he direct them free of charge or for a fixed reward which they specified, for him? 
Matthew says: He directed them to him for a fixed reward of thirty pieces of silver. 

(5) What was the condition of Jesus during that night? 


Matthew says: He was fearful and prostrated in prayer saying: “O God, if it is possible 
for You to let this cup pass from me, then let it pass.” It is incredible that such words could 
come from a believer in God, let alone a Prophet of God, because all believers believe that 
God has power over all things. 


(6) What was the condition of his eleven disciples? 


Matthew says: Sleep overcame them that night together with their teacher (according to 
their assumption) out of fear. 


(7) Was Jesus contented with their condition? 

Matthew says (verses 40-46): He was not satisfied. He used to come to them to wake 
them up saying: “Watch and pray, that ye enter not into temptation; the spirit indeed is 
willing but the flesh is weak.” Then he would come again to find them asleep and he would 
again wake them up and say the same thing. This weakness could not have been spoken of 
righteous pupils even if they were pupils of an ordinary pious teacher, let alone the disciples 
of Jesus, son of Mary. 

(8) Did they help him when those ruffians captured him? 

Matthew says: They forsook him and fled. 

(9) Did Jesus have confidence in his disciples that night? 

Matthew says: Jesus informed them that they will all forsake him. Then Jesus said unto 
them: “Verily I say unto thee that this night before the cock crows, thou shall deny me 
thrice.” Peter said unto him, “Although I should die with thee, yet will I not deny thee.” 
Likewise also said all the disciples. And so it happened. 


(10) How did those ruffians capture him? 


Matthew says: They came to him with swords and staves after they were directed to him 
by a Jew, then they captured him as described in verse 57: 

“And they that had laid hold on Jesus, led him away to Caiaphas the high priest, where 
the elders were assembled.” 

There they passed the sentence of death on him. The ruffians then took him away, spat on 
his face and struck him with their hands after which they stripped him of his clothes and clad 
him in scarlet robes, then placed a crown of thorns on his head and took him about, teasing 
and mocking him. They said to him: ‘You are the king of Israel according to your claim.’ 
They severely degraded him. 

(11) Who finally decided to pass the death sentence against him? 


Matthew says: He was Pontius Pilate, who was at that time the governor of Palestine. 
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(12) When the ruffians brought that man before the governor and informed him that the 
priest of the Jews passed the sentence of death by crucifixion according to their law (Torah), 
did he believe in them without investigation? 


Matthew says: He did not believe them but asked that man: “Is it true what they have 
said?” He remained silent. The question was repeated and he continued to remain silent. He 
remained silent in view of the truth; it was essential for him even if he was not a Prophet 
to clarify the truth and deny the false accusation of the Jews. The governor’s wife went to 
the governor and she said to him: “Have thou nothing to do with that just man? for I have 
suffered many things this day in a dream because of him.” 


The Bible states that Jesus delivered lengthy speeches to the Jews rebuking and warning 
them which amounted to defaming them. Then why was he silent that day? The governor’s 
intention for asking him was to stand for the truth. 


(13) How was he crucified according to their assumption? 

Matthew says: They crucified him between two thieves both of whom abused him by 
saying to him, “If you are truthful then save yourself.” 

(14) This was a great calamity. What did he say while on the cross (according to their 
assumption)? 

Matthew says (27:46): 

Jesus cried with a loud voice, saying, “Eli, Eli, lama sabachthani? (that is to say,) my 
God, my God, why hast Thou forsaken me?” 

This is a blatant declaration of disbelief according to all theological authorities. Whoever 
relates it to a Prophet is a disbeliever according to the revealed religions. 

Almighty Allah, in the Qur’4n warns, the Jews and the Christians against their 
blasphemy; that Jesus is an incarnation of God (Allah) or the son of God (Allah) or in 
rejecting him totally; and that they must believe in him as a Messenger of Allah only: 

“And there is none of the people of the Scripture (Jews and Christians) but must believe 
in him (Jesus, son of Mary, as only a Messenger of Allah and a human being) before his 
(Jesus site or a Jew’s or a Christian’s) death (at the time of the appearance of the angel of 
death). And on the Day of Resurrection, he (Jesus) will be a witness against them.” (V.4:159).
